A controversy that erupted last 
week over plans to close one 
block of Castro Street on Easter 
Sunday for the 20th anniversary 
party by the Sisters of Perpetual In¬ 
dulgence shows no signs of slowing 
down. Most recently, Monday, March 
22, two members of the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors proposed the 
group change the date of the party. 

The debate, prompted by an edito¬ 
rial and guest commentary in Catholic 
San Francisco likening the Sisters to 
neo-Nazis, is set to continue this Mon¬ 
day, March 29. During that meeting 
the board is expected to take action on 
newly-appointed Supervisor Alicia 
Becerril’s resolution asking that the 
Sisters move their April 4 party to 
Sunday, April 11. The Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of San Francisco is op¬ 
posed to the celebration, which it says 
is an “attempt to ridicule both the pro¬ 
found solemnity of the Church’s cele¬ 
bration of the Resurrection of Our 
Lord and the dignity of. the life and 
work of Catholic religious women.” 

The board voted 8 to 0 on March 1 
allowing the closure of one block of 
Castro Street for the Sisters to hold 
their anniversary party. At that time, 
there was no opposition to the plan. 
Last Monday, Becerril said that the 
board may have acted too hastily. 
Board President Tom Ammiano de¬ 
nied that charge, saying there was a 
“very extensive public hearing” on the 
matter. 

“I was frankly stunned at how 
quickly it [the vote] occurred,” Becer¬ 
ril said. “It is still my sense ... that the

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Trial begins in 
Mendocino County 
killing of gay man

j|| trial for the first of two de¬ 
ll!! fendants in the May 2,1998 
' murder of a gay man from 
Aptos began this week at the 
Mendocino County Superior 
Court in Ukiah. The first to stand 
trial, Chris McCoy, a 19-year-old 
Ukiah resident, is accused along 
with Rick Fernandez, 24, of 
Calpella, of murdering Louis 
Pearson, a 44-year-old man who 
was visiting the Ukiah area after 
attending a Billy Cub gay social 
club event in nearby Lake Coun¬ 
ty 

McCoy and Fernandez both 
face sentences of life in prison 
without the possibility of parole 
if they are convicted of first-de¬ 
gree murder while committing a 
robbery. 

The Mendocino County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office expects 
McCoy’s trial to last two to three 
weeks. Fernandez’s trial will be 
scheduled to begin soon after¬ 
wards. 

According to police reports 
and testimony at a preliminary 
hearing last fall, McCoy and Fer¬ 
nandez arranged to meet Pearson 


to sell him drugs after the met 
him on the street in Calpella. 
Along with a third man, Calpella 
resident Keith Pruitt, 25, they 
drove to an isolated spot along 
the shore of Lake Mendocino in 
two separate cars, where they 
took Pearson’s money, an alterca¬ 
tion occurred, and Pearson was, 
allegedly, beaten to death. 

A local resident found Pear¬ 
son’s body the following morn¬ 
ing, dumped over the edge of an 
embankment. His 1983 Honda 
was nearby. 

Pearson died of blunt trauma 
wounds, according to testimony 
by the coroner who performed an 
autopsy on his body. A four-inch 
stick shoved through Pearson’s 
nostrils and into his brain also 
contributed to his death. 

Pruitt, who, according to testi¬ 
mony, left the crime scene with 
Pearson’s money while Pearson 
was still alive, pled guilty to rob¬ 
bery and is awaiting sentencing. 

According to reports in the 
Santa Rosa Press Democrat, 
McCoy’s attorney, A1 Kubanis, is 
planning to prove that McCoy 
also fled from the scene before 
Pearson was killed, and that Fer¬ 
nandez committed the crime 


alone. Fernandez, allegedly the 
victim of childhood sexual abuse 
by his father, was apparently infu¬ 
riated when Pearson made sexual 
advances towards him during 
their drive from Calpella to the 
crime scene, according to reports. 

But Mendocino County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Norm Vroman said 
his investigators have evidence to 
prove that both men participated 
in the attack against Pearson. In 
an interview Tuesday, March 23 
he said his office has “a lot of 
newly discovered evidence” ob¬ 
tained by reinterviewing witness¬ 
es who saw McCoy “immediately 
after the event.” 

“In his opening statement 
even McCoy’s attorney admitted 
that he [McCoy] was at scene,” 
said Vroman. 

The district attorney’s office 
has said it is not trying the case as 
a hate crime because the statute 
which provides for the death 
penalty in the case of a murder 
with a hate crime enhancement 
does not include sexual orienta¬ 
tion. But police have admitted 
that the beating could have been 
motivated by anti-gay feelings. 

“We aren’t saying this isn’t a 
hate crime,” Vroman said. ▼ 
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Protest expected at gay'wedding' Friday

I record 190 gay and lesbian 
couples will participate in 
.. Mayor Willie Brown’s an¬ 
nual “wedding” ceremony this 
Friday, March 26 at City Hall, de¬ 
spite an outcry by San Francisco 
Archbishop William Levada and a 
planned protest announced by 
Kansas homophobic minister 
Fred Phelps. 

Mayoral aide Michael Col- 
bruno told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the public is invited to attend 
the 6 p.m. ceremony. 

The number of couples is 
more than have ever participated 
in the mayor’s symbolic cere¬ 
monies in past years. In 1996,163 
couples registered for the ceremo¬ 
ny and last year, 50 couples regis¬ 
tered, with an additional 50 cou¬ 
ples who renewed their vows. 

The March 19 edition of 
Catholic San Francisco contained 
a piece written by Levada that was 
critical of Brown’s event, and sup¬ 
ported state Senator Pete Knight’s 
initiative, slated for the March

2000 state ballot, that would cod¬ 
ify in state law that only marriage 
between a man and a woman is 
valid or recognized in California. 

“When I read a few weeks ago 
that Mayor Willie Brown was 
about to conduct another of his 


now annual ‘marriage’ ceremonies 
for gay and lesbian couples at City 
Hall, I wondered whether to file 
the piece under ‘March madness’ 
or ‘Lenten penance,”’ Levada 
wrote. He went on to criticize re¬ 
cent gay rights advances. 

The article in the Catholic 
publication is the second in as 
many weeks to criticize San Fran¬ 
cisco’s gay community; last week 
there were two pieces strongly op¬ 
posed to the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence’s planned street party 
to celebrate their 20th anniversary 
on Easter Sunday in the Castro.

While the mayor suggested the 
Sisters might want to change the 
date of their party, he has no plans 
to back down from the wedding 
ceremony. “I am heartened by the 
response to my invitation for 
same-sex couples to come to City 
Hall and have their relationships 
honored and recognized by the 
city of San Francisco,” the mayor 
stated.

Gay man beaten 
unconscious in hate crime 
outside Castro Theater

24-year-old gay man who 
lives in the Castro District 
1 of San Francisco was chased 
down and beaten unconscious by 
three young men Friday, March 
19, around 12:10 a.m. near the 
Castro Theater, according to the 
San Francisco Police Department 
(SFPD) and the city’s patrol spe¬ 
cial police. 

Bradley Davis, who was dis¬ 
covered unconscious near the the¬ 
ater by Officers Lisa Frazer and 
Maria Escobar, reports that after 
hearing the three men yelling ho¬ 
mophobic insults and racial slurs, 
he approached them and told 
them to stop. The suspects then 
gripped Davis, ripped off his 
shirt, and began chasing him 
across Castro Street. Davis ran 
across the street and fell to the 
ground near a van parked next to 
the curb fronting Ultimate Yo¬ 
gurt. The suspects began kicking 
and hitting Davis repeatedly while 
he lay in the gutter, leaving him 
bleeding and unconscious. 


Witnesses to the incident said 
the suspects had been lingering 
on the 400 block of Castro for 
about half an hour, taunting peo¬ 
ple saying, “What are you looking 
at faggot?” and other derogatory 
comments. 

The suspects were last seen 
running into the theater parking 
lot. Officers Frazer and Escobar 
found two of the suspects trying 
to flee in a silver Honda. A third 
suspect was found hiding under¬ 
neath a parked car, and two oth¬ 
ers were detained further away 
from the scene, but were later re¬ 
leased due to insufficient evi¬ 
dence. 

Davis was taken to Davies 
Medical Center where he received 
several stitches for lacerations and 
a head wound. He was released 
from the hospital later that morn¬ 
ing. 

Booked for aggravated assault 
and hate crimes were Ban Doc 
Im, 21; Henry Sai Hung Kwong, 
19; and Thang Cao Truang, 18. All 
three suspects are San Francisco 
residents. Im was booked as the 
instigator of the assault and con- 
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fessed earlier this week to the 
crime, stating to police that he 
beat Davis “because he didn’t like 
the guy [Davis] because he was 
gay,” according to reports from 
SFPD Officer Sherman Ackerson. 

Pending further investigation of 
the incident, police will ask the dis¬ 
trict attorney to prosecute the case 
as a hate crime, in addition to the 
charges of aggravated assault. ▼

SF gay man sues Yellow 
Cab after ride to hell

J; Tyler Shaw of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Law Offices of Wot¬ 
man and Kors announced Mon¬ 
day, March 15 the filing of a law¬ 
suit against Yellow Cab Coopera¬ 
tive, Inc., alleging damages com¬ 
mitted against a gay man who 
claims to have hailed a Yellow Cab 
taxi in downtown San Francisco 
on November 12,1998. 

The lawsuit, filed in San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court on behalf of 
openly gay, longtime San Francisco 
resident Dehue Marshall, alleges 
that Marshall was harassed, intim¬ 
idated, threatened, discriminated 
against, assaulted, battered, de¬ 
famed, and denied full and equal 
accommodation by Yellow Cab be¬ 
cause of Marshall’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Also sued is Yellow Cab dri¬ 
ver Patrick Callahan, who, accord¬ 
ing to the suit, called Marshall “fag¬ 
got” and “cocksucker,” after Mar- 
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shall asked Callahan not to smoke 
while driving the cab. Taxicab reg¬ 
ulations promulgated under the 
San Francisco City Charter and the 
municipal police code prohibit a 
taxi driver from smoking while a 
passenger is in the cab. 

The lawsuit also claims that 
Callahan said, “Get out of here 
faggot,” and subsequently threat¬ 
ened to pepper spray Marshall if 
he refused to get out of the cab. 
After Marshall got out of the cab 
Callahan allegedly struck him 
three times with the cab door as 
Marshall stood next to the vehicle. 
The lawsuit asserts that Callahan 
further threatened Marshall, stat¬ 
ing, “You should be glad I’m 
working or I would be taking you 
on in a different way. You should 
be afraid of me.” Callahan then 
grabbed and twisted Marshall’s 
arm, according to the allegations, 
and accused Marshall of attempt¬ 
ing to rob him. 

After Marshall complained 
about Callahan to Yellow Cab,

The suit alleges denial of Mar¬ 
shall’s civil rights, including the 
right to be free from threats and vi¬ 
olence on the basis of his sexual 
orientation, and his right to enjoy 
the full and equal accommoda¬ 
tions and services provided to the 
public by Yellow Cab. The suit 
seeks compensation for emotional 
distress, statutory penalties, attor¬ 
ney’s fees, and punitive damages. 

“This case presents allegations 
of anti-gay conduct in the work¬ 
place for which Yellow Cab and 
Callahan will be responsible,” stat¬ 
ed Shaw. ▼

According to eyewitness testi¬ 
mony, Muni driver Wardy Jou¬ 
bert, who was a uniformed pas¬ 
senger on the line, called the pair 
“faggots,” made anti-gay state¬ 
ments, repeatedly slugged Vukic, 
and grabbed and injured his leg. 


Vukic suffered spinal disk 
problems related to the incident 
and had severe difficulty practic¬ 
ing his physical therapy profes¬ 
sion after the attack. 

Joubert was later arrested and 
charged with felony hate crime 
and assault and battery charges 
and eventually fired from Muni. 

The anti-gay incident drew in¬ 
tense media attention and Muni 
later came under fire for failing to 
transfer Joubert from contact 
with the public until he was tried 
on the charges. Muni transferred 
Joubert to a desk job only after 
press scrutiny. 

Although prosecutors pressed 
for a four-year state prison sen¬ 
tence in the case, Superior Court 
Judge Jack Berman sentenced Jou¬ 
bert to a mere three months in 
San Francisco County Jail. 

Joubert served only seven 
weeks of the sentence, was placed 
on three years probation, and or¬ 
dered to perform 200 hours of 
community service.

, avoid the Catholic-versus-gay warfare 
'' . that breaks out in Boston and New 
York every year around St. Patrick’s Day, 
but it’s become evident that some North¬ 
ern California Catholics envy the blood- 
sports of back east. The radical Roman 
Catholic lobby in San Francisco has insert¬ 
ed itself where it clearly does not belong, by 
opposing commitment ceremonies for 
couples who legally cannot marry and by 
attempting to rewrite the civic calendar ac¬ 
cording to the archbishop’s whim. (For 
those stories, see pages 1 and 2.) 

By now most gay San Franciscans are 
aware that Archbishop William Levada - 
widely known as “Darth Vader” - and his 
minions have tried to prevent the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence from celebrating on 
Easter Sunday. Levada’s henchmen have 
even accused the Sisters of being similar to 
neo-Nazis, which is preposterous and of¬ 
fensive, and have successfully generated 
enough controversy to waste a lot of local 
legislators’ time on the matter. The newest 
member of the Board of Supervisors has 
proven herself miserably unfit for her new 
job, by suggesting it “isn’t too much to ask” 
of the Sisters for them to postpone their 
20th birthday/anniversary party; apparent¬ 
ly the newly-appointed supe feels religious 
calendars take precedence over all else, 
which should strike fear into the heart of 
anyone who isn’t a Catholic lemming. (It 
must be said that there are Catholics who 
know better than to buy into Levada’s ar¬ 
gument, and we don’t intend to offend 
them with any comments we make about 
their religion. We intend to offend those 
who blindly follow the leader down the 
path of homophobia, sexism, and religious 
intolerance.) 

Levada personally blazed one trail last 
week by denouncing the third annual city¬ 
wide domestic partner commitment cere¬ 
mony, which is scheduled for this Friday. 
He acknowledged in the editorial that ig¬ 
nited this Fire that he wasn’t sure what to 
call what he had wrought. We suggest call¬ 
ing it as it is: religious cowardice. 

In the name of Christ, archbishop, there 
is much to do: clothing the naked, housing 
the homeless, feeding the hungry, lobbying 
for needle exchange programs, pushing for 
living wages, and advocating for an end to 
violence, land mines, environmental rape, 
and any further reruns of Lucille Ball’s ver¬ 
sion of Mame on AMC. Those are things 
that will help humankind. Pissing and 
moaning about committed couples and 
clowning drag nuns will not. 


However, it’s so much easier to complain 
than act, and much, much less personally 
dangerous. We suspect Levada knows he’s 
failing to follow the very real instructions 
contained in the Bible, so he’s creating these 
diversions to give the impression he’s work¬ 
ing. He probably hopes to make peo¬ 
ple (and maybe even God, if he’s 
that arrogant) believe he’s just 
too darn busy battling those , 
pesky homos to do the work that 
needs to be done. And the laziest 
and most cowardly in his flock will 
find it an attractive prospect to join him 
in continued inactivity: rather than 
spending Easter Sunday - 
which they say is the holiest 
day of their calendar - doing 
holy things, the whole lot of 
them can spend it hating their fellow hu¬ 
mans, judging, and generally facing away 
from the path that Jesus suggested. 

There are, in case they care, plenty of 
other options for those who wish to cele¬ 
brate a holy day with redemptive acts: they 
can start by acting to end the spiral of vio¬ 
lence that killed Matthew Shepard, Billy 
Jack Gaither, and gay people here in North¬ 
ern California, by eliminating hate-inciting 
rhetoric from their own vocabularies and 
forbidding its use when they are within 


earshot. The need for a de-escalation of vi¬ 
olent anti-gay vilification is obvious, with 
stories of bashings appearing throughout 
this issue (see pages 2, 3, 4, 5...) and simi¬ 
lar cases in every gay newspaper around the 
country. 

The can also take an active interest in 
humanity by helping to feed the desti¬ 
tute on Easter: Tenderloin Tessie, as 
always, needs help feeding the mass¬ 
es at the Unitarian Church (now 
that’s a church!) from 4-7 p.m. that 
Sunday. Before then the Tessie volun¬ 
teers need donations of hams, 
desserts, Easter candy, etc., and 
would be grateful for any help 
provided - by Catholics, Sis¬ 
ters, gays, straights, or mem¬ 
bers of the animal kingdom, 
for that matter. Any interested parties can 
-and should - call A.L. Allen at (415) 621 - 
1169 to offer services. We think that would 
be a great way for celebrants at the Sisters’ 
event to cap off their Easter. 

One other great event that readers 
might want to enter on their calendars: 
Queer Nation (remember it?) will hold a 
peaceful kiss-in outside St. Mary’s Cathe¬ 
dral this Sunday, March 28, starting at 11 
a.m. It’s at 1111 Gough Street, and we’ll see 
you there.

What’s flying under 
the mayor’s radar?

C'" { , n February 2, Mayor Willie Brown 

' was asked about the national boycott 
of United Airlines organized by San 
Francisco-based Equal Benefits Advocates 
and endorsed by the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign and the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund last December. The boycott was called 
in response to United’s lawsuit attempting 
to overturn San Francisco’s equal benefits 
ordinance, which requires companies 
doing business with the city to offer the 
same benefits to domestic partners of em¬ 
ployees that they offer to married spouses 
of employees. 

The mayor claimed ignorance of the 
boycott, but did loudly complain about 
United’s new policies restricting the size of 
carry-on luggage. Hizzoner’s garment bag 
had to be checked. On February 18, United 
Airlines announced that storage bin shelves 
were being extended by four inches and bin 
doors will now be curved. Great joy has 
been expressed because the mayor can once 
again carry on his garment bag. 

Pity the lesbian and gay employees of 


United who are still waiting for the compa¬ 
ny to acknowledge that their relationships 
with their partners exist, and that they have 
the right to equal benefits. If only the mayor 
had been aware of their plight. 

Instead, on March 26, the mayor will 
conduct yet another marriage ceremony to 
highlight the fact that lesbians and gay 
men cannot legally marry. This sym¬ 
bolic gesture will no doubt help the 
mayor nail down crucial votes for 
his upcoming re-election bid. 

I would like to educate the 
mayor about the boycott, but first 
I want to mention my own deci¬ 
sion to make a personal 
sacrifice in order to up¬ 
hold the boycott and to 
highlight the importance 
of supporting equal bene¬ 
fits. As a queer youth activist, I had been 
horrified to hear about the brutal beating of 
Matthew Shepard and immediately began 
to organize a response to the tragedy. One 
of my efforts involved creating a get-well 
card for Matthew from the people of San 
Francisco. The card, which included hun¬ 
dreds of signatures, became a grievance 


card for his family upon Matthew’s death. 

United Airlines offered to fly me with the 
card for free to represent the city at the fu¬ 
neral. The offer was turned down because 
of the boycott. 

How could United pay for me to go to 
Matthew Shepard’s funeral when they do 
not allow their lesbian and gay employees 
time off to attend their lovers’ funerals? 

For your information, Mayor Brown, be¬ 
reavement leave, family medical 
leave, and travel benefits are all 
^ that the courts currently require 
United to offer the domestic 
partners of their employees. 
The boycott could end to¬ 
morrow if United had 
enough compassion to 
extend these non-cost 
benefits. 

All the boycott asks is that you not fly 
United unless you have no other choice. If 
you must fly United Airlines, Equal Benefits 
Advocates requests that you wear a button 
or sticker showing your support. Buttons 
and stickers can be ordered at the EBA web¬ 
site, www.equalbenefits.org or picked up at 
Main Line Gifts at 516 Castro Street. ▼

Tell a tubber 

The recent dramatic rise in unprotected sex 
among gay men should give our city’s health depart¬ 
ment reason to reconsider its position on bathhous¬ 
es. As bizarre as it may seem to some, having bath¬ 
houses in our city might actually reduce the amount 
of unsafe sex. Let me explain. 

In the only serious study of its kind ever done, a 
European research project found men who frequent¬ 
ed bathhouses practiced safer sex more often than 
those who did not frequent such facilities. This study 
was heralded amongst AIDS researchers and, to the 
best of my knowledge, there is no data whatsoever to 
counter its conclusion. 

To build upon the academic research mentioned 
above, let’s also consider some common sense reali¬ 
ties. Bathhouses provide an ideal venue for safer sex 
education. An audience of sexually active gay and bi¬ 
sexual men can be targeted with safer sex supplies, 
printed materials, educational announcements, work¬ 
shops, peer pressure, and good modeling in a man¬ 
ner impossible in other gay venues. 

To use a local example, Steamworks in Berkeley 
keeps health educators on staff for one-on-one and 
group safer sex counseling. HIV and STD testing is 
available. Announcements educating patrons about 
safer sex practices are delivered over the public ad¬ 
dress system regularly throughout the day. Safer sex 
supplies such as condoms are free and available 
throughout the facility. 

Printed safer sex materials are scattered through¬ 
out and, unlike in most bars and sex clubs, they are 
adequately lit so you can actually read them. Numer¬ 
ous safer sex workshops and presentations are free to 
patrons. Add to all this the fact that a bathhouse pro¬ 
vides a venue in which gay men can actually talk to 
each other about their status and safer sex guidelines 
in a way not likely in most sex clubs and it becomes all 
the more bizarre that our city continues its ban on 
bathhouses. 

While I’m sure the intentions of our health de¬ 
partment have been good, the fact is gay men are hav¬ 
ing unprotected sex in ever increasing numbers and 
new educational paradigms must be implemented. 
Allowing bathhouses in our city, and demanding that 
such facilities offer aggressive, pervasive safer sex ed¬ 
ucation, is likely to ultimately reduce the level of HIV 
transmission. 

Sex is not the enemy. An archaic safer sex educa¬ 
tion methodology is the enemy and if we do not 
change these methodologies to correlate with the re¬ 
alities at hand then we are doing our community a 
great disservice.

Negative reinforcement 

This letter is in response to Edward Gonzales’s let¬ 
ter titled “Wasted Resources,” published in your Feb¬ 
ruary 25 issue. In his letter, he accuses three Latino 
HIV prevention programs of misusing funds to plan 
a demonstration at the Stud, and he objects to such 
programs providing services to illegal immigrants 
since “they overload our health services without con¬ 
tributing to the system.” 

It was of surprise that the Bay Area Reporter would 
publish a letter to the editor with misinformation. In 
the first place, none of the HIV programs mentioned 
used ariy funds from government or private founda¬ 
tions to organize and launch a protest at the Stud. 
Secondly, Latino Encounters is a research project 
which has never had meetings to date. The percep¬ 
tion that these programs used public or private funds 
in this effort is totally unfounded and unsubstantiat¬ 
ed. No staff person was ever contacted by anyone as to 
confirm this allegation. 

What is of issue to the Latino community and San 
Francisco citizens is the degradation of people of 
Mexican descent by the event called “Wet Back Night” 
which contained activities that further reinforce neg¬ 
ative stereotypes of Mexicans despite the written 
complaints brought to the promoters attention dur¬ 
ing last year’s event and again this year. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Human Rights Commission has received formal 
complaints of discrimination concerning the pro¬ 
moters and owner of the Stud as a result of having 
the event this year. The commission plans to contin¬ 
ue hearing testimony and has been requested to in¬ 
vestigate and be a mediator. 

Gonzales’s letter is a good example of how such an 
event reinforces a sense of intolerance and negativity 
toward particular groups. Understanding this dy¬ 
namic, many San Francisco citizens were offended 
and needed to express their protest at the night of the 
event which reinforced negative stereotypes and prof¬ 
ited by the degradation of a person’s ethnicity. 

The perception that undocumented individuals, 
termed as “illegal,” have no rights is rooted in the anti¬ 
immigration sentiment that has been quite popular 
in recent years. It is the policy of the city and county 
of San Francisco not to deny any person the right to 
health services, regardless of their citizenship or sta¬ 
tus in the U.S., and it is also a right provided by the 
U.S. Constitution. Apparently, many persons, includ¬ 
ing Mr. Gonzales, are unaware that San Francisco has 
been declared a sanctuary which protects the rights 
of immigrants, regardless of migratory status. Mr. 
Gonzales’s statement that he is a Mexican-American 
and his opinions about “illegals” draws attention to 
the complex nature of this controversy.

While the legisla¬ 
tion in question is designed to protect the employees 
of companies such as United, the net effect of a suc¬ 
cessful lawsuit by United could be to weaken current 
and future domestic partner benefits for employees 
of all companies doing business with San Francisco, 
and have negative nationwide implications as well. 

NAATA should consider joining Frameline and 
other community-based organizations in voicing its 
disapproval of United’s anti-diversity corporate 
stance. A loud “united” voice on this issue will not 
only support the many United Airlines employees 
based in San Francisco, but will ultimately help peo¬ 
ple from all communities enjoy equal job opportuni¬ 
ties and benefits.

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State voters still 
back Bill Clinton

| month after his acquittal in 
the impeachment trial by 

' the U.S. Senate, and after 
more than a year of a nasty sex 
scandal that would have toppled 
heads of governments in many 
parts of the world, President Bill 
Clinton, according to the respect¬ 
ed Field Poll, has a job approval 
rating in California of a whopping 
68 percent, compared to a disap¬ 
proval rating of only 28 percent. 
In fact, Clinton’s job approval rat¬ 
ing in this politically powerful 
state has never been higher. 

Even so, his personal popular¬ 
ity has taken a beating. When 
1,005 California adults 
were asked during the 
February poll about the 
president, 68 percent 
said they approve of his 
job performance, and 
76 percent believe he 
will likely continue to 
be effective 
until his term 
ends - but 36 
percent of the 
Democrat and Republican regis¬ 
tered voters said that they don’t 
like Clinton, compared with 38 
percent who said they do. Also, a 
majority of those asked, 52 per¬ 
cent, said they feel the president is 
a “dishonest” person. 

A Field spokesperson said that 
he found Clinton’s job approval 
rating to be “remarkable,” in light 
of the public view that the presi¬ 
dent as a man “has declined so 
precipitously.” And clearly, that 
sustained high job rating among 
Californians has not gone unno¬ 
ticed by the White House. Last 
month, Clinton kicked off a 
fundraising campaign to win back 
control of Congress in San Fran¬ 
cisco and this Saturday, March 27, 
he’ll join prominent Democratic 
leaders Governor Gray Davis, 
Senator Dianne Feinstein, and 
others and give a speech at the 
state Democratic Convention in 
Sacramento, where he’s expected 
to make a strong case for the elec¬ 
tion of Vice President Al Gore in 
next year’s presidential election. 
Neither Gore, nor his only an¬ 
nounced Democratic opponent, 
former New Jersey Senator Bill 
Bradley, are expected at the 
weekend confab. 

Politics and people 

While some political observers 
continue to voice concern that the 
implementation of district elec¬ 
tion of supervisors next year - the 
supes will be elected in the city’s 
newly formed 11 supervisorial 
districts - could mean that the 
number of gay and lesbian super¬ 
visors might be diminished, an 
even better argument could be 
made that instead of the current 
three queer supes sitting on the 
board, four gays and lesbians 
could be on the board after next 
year’s first district elections. In¬ 
cumbent Supervisor Mark Leno 
will be favored to win in District 8 
(Castro/Noe Valley); incumbent 
board President Tom Ammiano 
will be favored to keep his seat in 
District 9 (Mission/Bernal 
Heights); incumbent Supervisor 
Leslie Katz should be a favorite 
to win in District 6 (SOMA/Ten- 
derloin/Hayes Valley), where she’s 
reportedly planning to move; and 
a strong lesbian or gay candidate 
such as Board of Education Pres¬ 


ident Juanita Owens could run a 
possibly winning campaign in 
District 5 (Western 
Addition/Haight/Cole 
Valley/Inner Sunset). In all 11 dis¬ 
tricts, a candidate must win a sim¬ 
ple majority of the votes cast in 
the district (50 percent, plus 1) or 
face a runoff election the follow¬ 
ing month between the top two 
finishers in the November gener¬ 
al election. 

Ammiano, Owens, Leno, As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden, 

city Treasurer Susan Leal, 
Michael Barrett, and Bob Ross 

are among those hosting a cock¬ 
tail reception Tuesday, April 6 for 
Feinstein at her home to kick off 
her re-election campaign 
by her gay and lesbian 
supporters. (Tickets: 
$500, 5:30-7:30 p.m.;

Contra Costa 
County District Attor¬ 
ney Gary 
Yancey met 
with gay and 
lesbian ac¬ 
tivists last week to discuss the 
growing concern over hate crimes 
in that area. 

One of the first of several gay 
rights bills to be taken up in 
Sacramento this session went 
down the tube last week. Assem¬ 
blyman Wally Knox (D-Los An¬ 
geles) introduced AB 107 that 
would have expanded health ben¬ 
efits of all public employees to 
their domestic partners, which is 
already common among many 
corporations and local govern¬ 
ments. Anti-gay activists in Or¬ 
ange County demonstrated out¬ 
side the Santa Ana office of fresh¬ 
man Democratic Assemblyman 
Lou Correa, who apparently got 
cold feet and would not assure 
Knox his vote, which would have 
been the deciding one. Knox de¬ 
cided to delay indefinitely the 
hearing and vote on the measure. 
Sacramento Bee writer Dan Wal¬ 
ters pointed out that what hap¬ 
pened to the Knox bill clearly un¬ 
derscores what could happen to at 
least half a dozen other gay rights 
bills this year: the reticence that 
many Latino and African-Ameri¬ 
can legislators seem to have about 
the issue - they don’t seem to have 
the same commitment to gay 
rights that white liberals appear to 
have even though Assembly 
Speaker Antonio Villaraigosa, a 
prominent Latino, is leading the 
fight for the gay rights bills. 

GOP problems continue as 
former Ku Klux Klan leader 
David Duke formally entered the 
race in the New Orleans area con¬ 
gressional race for the seat given 
up by former Representative Bob 
Livingston. Duke, who cam¬ 
paigns on a “white rights” plat¬ 
form, easily carried the district in 
an unsuccessful 1990 U.S. Senate 
bid and the Republicans worry 
he’ll win the May 1 special elec¬ 
tion and will then appear again on 
the ticket with their presidential 
candidate in November 2000. 

Nearly three months into his 
new administration, Davis is still 
enjoying a honeymoon with Cal¬ 
ifornia voters: 58 percent of the 
state’s adults approve of the job he 
has done so far compared with 
only 12 percent who voiced disap¬ 
proval. Republicans are no doubt 
still upset at losing the top job 
after 16 years. 


With both Assemblymembers 
Migden and Kevin Shelley on 

his case, I don’t think the future 
for San Francisco school boss Bill 
Rojas looks too rosy. 

Incidentally, anyone who 
thinks Migden - already chair of 
the powerful Assembly Appropri¬ 
ations Committee - doesn’t have 
big clout in Sacramento should 
know that Davis recently appoint¬ 
ed' her to his new Select Infra¬ 
structure Commission on roads 
and bridges, which will spend 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 
Migden was the only assembly- 
member to be named to the com¬ 
mission. 

Doug Boxer, son of U.S. Sen¬ 
ator Barbara Boxer, announced 
last week that he will not run for 
the Assembly seat in Marin next 
year when incumbent Assembly¬ 
woman Kerry Mazzoni is termed 
out; Boxer, who lives in Southern 
California, is expected to return to 
Marin County and eventually go 
into elective politics. Marin 
County Supervisor Hal Brown 
now becomes the favorite to win 
the Assembly seat next year. 

Meanwhile, when prominent 
attorney Joseph Russoniello, 
who was the U.S. attorney for 
Northern California from 1982 to 
1990 and is a well-known Repub¬ 
lican, gave a speech last week at 
the Marin Republican Party’s Lin¬ 
coln Dinner, he commented on 
the dismal state of the party in 
California by saying that “if the 
Republican Party is not dead in 
California and the nation, it is 
most certainly mortally wound¬ 
ed.” He chastised his party by say¬ 
ing, “In the past year, we were por¬ 
trayed as a party made up of 
mean-spirited, self-righteous, 
hypocritical zealots more interest¬ 
ed in self-aggrandizement and re¬ 
venge than in doing the people’s 
business.”

Recognizing lesbian 
and gay marriage

: he Winter 1998 issue of the 
Union of American Hebrew 
Congregation’s Reform Ju¬ 
daism magazine featured an im- 
. passioned and persuasive call to 
arms for the sanction of same-sex 
marriage within the Reform com¬ 
munity. Rabbi Sue Levi Elwell’s 
first-person narrative celebrated 
her union with her partner, af¬ 
firming the positive strides .that 
Reform Judaism has already taken 
to embrace the lesbian and gay 
community. 

Reform Jews welcome les¬ 
bians and gay men into 
their synagogues; the 
seminary ordains and 
hires lesbian and gay 
rabbis; the Reform 
movement has support¬ 
ed federal recognition 
of gay unions and their 
families. Yet Elwell as¬ 
serts that the ultimate 
step would be for the Reform 
movement to recognize that 
same-sex marriage is holy and 
that, like heterosexual marriage, it 
deserves to be blessed as a sancti¬ 
fied covenant. 

Referring to the biblical sage 
Beruriah, Elwell argues that the 
sexual behavior described in Jew¬ 
ish texts was not imagined in the 
context of a long-term, loving re-' 
lationship based on equality and 
mutual respect. She claims that 
Reform Judaism must therefore 
recognize that in its commitment 
to understanding and reforming 
Jewish tradition, it must include 
upholding the holiness of same- 
sex marriage. 

Elwell concluded by saying it 
“is time for Reform Jews to cele¬ 
brate the kedushah, the holiness 
of gay and lesbian marriages, and 
to welcome us and our families as 
a new source of strength into the 
house of Israel.”

Dawson’s Creek 
continues to shine 

In its March 3 and March 10 
episodes, the WB’s popular teen 
drama Dawson’s Creek continued 
its exploration of the coming out 
process of series regular Jack 
McPhee (Kerr Smith). Jack’s sex¬ 
ual orientation came into ques¬ 
tion in the February 10 episode, 
and he later came out on Febru¬ 
ary 17. 

Jack considered the possibility 
that he might be bisexual in the 
March 3 episode. His classmate 
Abby flirted with him and later 
approached him at a party, saying, 
“There’s no such thing as ‘gay’ 
anyway. It’s just this weird label 
people come up with to persecute 
the normal inclination to go both 
ways. We’re all bisexual, don’t you 
think?” Jack took this message to 
heart and later explained to his 
girlfriend Joey (Katie Holmes) 
that it was important for him to 
hear a message that “made me feel 
like I was just like everybody else.” 
He continued to say that although 


he kissed Abby, “I still would have 
stopped, [but] I guess the thought 
of being gay just seemed like such 
a lonely thought. I just don’t want 
to end up alone.” 

Joey told Jack, “I think every¬ 
one feels alone and wants to be 
normal, [but] you’re incredibly 
lucky to have people who support 
you. There’s a whole other side of 
that,” pointing to her own feelings 
of confusion about accepting her 
ex-boyfriend’s sexual orientation. 

In the March 10 episode, Jack 
found that he’s not alone. He and 
Joey met a young photographer, 
Colin (Nick Stabile), at a local fair. 
When Colin asked Joey to 
model for him, Joey took it as 
a sign of romantic in¬ 
terest. Jack accompa¬ 
nied her and assisted 
Colin, who asked him 
during the shoot, “So, 
are you two just 
friends?” and answer¬ 
ing “good,” when Jack 
told him yes. Jack left 
early, and Colin asked 
Joey, “Is your friend, 
Jack ...” and then paused before 
concluding,"... dating anyone?” 

Jack was surprised when Joey 
told him that Colin is gay. But he 
was shocked when he heard that 
she told Colin that Jack would 
meet him later that night. He ve¬ 
hemently refused to meet Colin, 
explaining later, “I’m sorry, Joey. I 
overreacted. Truth is, J’m just not 
ready. Not yet.” When Joey met 
Colin to break the news, he told 
her it’s probably not such a bad 
thing that Jack wasn’t interested, 
noting that “I’m on the proverbial 
rebound. I just recently broke up 
with someone and we’d been 
friends a long time before that 
and now, I don’t have the rela¬ 
tionship or the friend. At the time, 
I could think of a million differ¬ 
ent reasons [why we broke up], 
and now I can’t think of any. Does 
that make any sense?” In light of 
her recent break-up with Dawson, 
Joey told him, “Yeah, more than 
you can imagine.” 

Dawson’s Creek has added even 
greater depth to what was already 
a compelling storyline, exploring 
the complexity of the process and 
difficulties of coming out, and 
bringing forth the basic ties that 
bind us all - regardless of our sex¬ 
ual orientation.

20/20 leads in coverage 
of gay parenting 

On Friday, March 5, 20/20 pre¬ 
sented a nuanced look at the im¬ 
plications of surrogacy and par¬ 
enting for same-sex couples. Cor¬ 
respondent Sylvia Chase followed 
two gay male couples in the 
course of this segment. Will Halm 
and his partner Marcellin Simard, 
the first couple, have been pio¬ 
neers. They have spent nearly 10 
years researching and preparing 
for parenthood. It has taken them 


nearly that long to find a surro¬ 
gate mother to carry their child. 
During the broadcast, we watched 
the birth of their second child. 

John and Paul, the second cou¬ 
ple, expect the birth of their first 
child this spring. For them, the 
journey has not been as rough; 
still, both couples comment on 
the level of scrutiny leveled at 
them. Repeatedly they have been 
asked, “Why do you want to be 
parents?” 

The segment also covers 
Growing Generations, the na¬ 
tion’s first and only surrogacy 
firm specifically dedicated to serv¬ 
ing the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty, and Maybe Baby, a company 
designed for same-sex parents 
who wish to start a family. Chase 
noted that while anti-gay organi¬ 
zations believe that same-sex par¬ 
enting is bad for children, the 
American Psychological Associa¬ 
tion sees no evidence to support 
this contention. “We are just 
thrilled that we are going to be 
parents. That’s all,” offers one of 
the fathers, stressing the ordinary 
aspects of raising a family, rather 
than framing same-sex parenting 
as a political act.

Charleston Gazette 
columnist links hate 
crimes with denial of 
freedom to marry 

Julie Pratt’s March 4 
Charleston (West Virginia) 
Gazette column supported a pro¬ 
posed amendment to West Vir¬ 
ginia’s hate crimes statute, which 
would include sexual orientation 
and disability. But she doesn’t end 
there, writing that “If we really 
want to stop hate crimes,” Pratt 
reasoned, “we need to give some 
thought to the source of the hate.” 
Pratt said that the Defense of 
Marriage Act being proposed in 
the state, which would ban same- 
sex marriages, encourages bigotry 
which “makes hate crimes possi¬ 
ble.” 

She continued, “It is just plain 
preposterous to think that some¬ 
one else’s same-sex marriage 
could possibly threaten my own 
heterosexual one.” Her most 
poignant observation circles back 
to hate crimes: “I’m convinced 
that all it takes for bigotry to pre¬ 
vail is for good people to do noth¬ 
ing.” In throwing down the gaunt¬ 
let, Pratt asked her readers to call 
their senators and delegates, to 
“ask them to stand up to bigotry.”

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Calling on the 
huddled masses

® P he phrase “openly gay ath¬ 
lete” brings to mind Marti- 

i na Navratilova, Greg Louga- 
nis, Patty Sheehan, and other stars 
of individual sports such as ten¬ 
nis, diving, and golf. But years be¬ 
fore any of these sports figures 
came out, two big-league ballplay¬ 
ers had already made gay history. 

Football is a brutal game 
that is associated with “tra¬ 
ditional” masculinity. But 
it’s also teeming with ho¬ 
moerotic undertones. The 
players huddle, head to 
head, arms wrapped around 
each other. At the start of a 
play, the quarterback 
grabs the ball from 
between the centers 
legs. After a touch¬ 
down, the players hug and pat 
each other’s behinds. 

Within this dual sphere of 
male aggression and bonding, 
David Kopay, a Catholic young 
man originally from Chicago, 
found a niche for himself. He 
played ball throughout high 
school and won an athletic schol¬ 
arship to the University of Wash¬ 
ington, where he was a halfback 
and co-captain of the Rose Bowl¬ 
winning team in 1964. At the end 
of his college career, Kopay was 
drafted as a running back by the 
San Francisco 49ers. Over the next 
10 years, he played for the Detroit 
Lions, the Washington Redskins, 
the New Orleans Saints, and the 
Green Bay Packers. In his Final 
years in the NFL, he was both a 
player and a coach. 

At the same time, Kopay har¬ 
bored a secret. “I always knew I 
was a bit different,” he later said, 
“but I kept it kind of quiet.” Kopay 
had his first gay sexual encounter 
with a Redskins teammate, tight 
end Jerry Smith (who died of 
AIDS in 1987). Though they had 
sex only once, the two remained 
friends and often roomed togeth¬ 
er when the team traveled. For a 
while, Kopay tried different ways 
of “curing” his homosexuality, 
even marrying briefly, but he 
eventually realized that he was 
and had always been gay. 

Rumors about Kopay’s homo¬ 
sexuality spread in the NFL. As his 
years on the playing Field ended, 
Kopay found himself without any 
coaching offers and unable to get 
a sports-related job. “By the time I 
spoke out” about being gay, he re¬ 
called, “I really had nothing left to 
lose.... I just had to do it.” 

One morning, Kopay opened 
up the Washington Star and spotted 
an intriguing headline: “Homosex¬ 
uals in Sports .’’The story was an in¬ 
terview with an anonymous NFL 
player, who talked at length about 
his double life in sports. Kopay rec¬ 
ognized the player as his former 
roommate and lover, Smith, and 
decided to offer the reporter an in¬ 
terview himself. But unlike Smith, 
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Kopay agreed to let the paper use 
his name. On December 11, 1975, 
Kopay’s story as a “queer football 
player,” as he later put it, made 
headlines. He was the first profes¬ 
sional athlete to come out publicly. 

Kopay didn’t experience any 
direct backlash from coming out, 
though he never got the coaching 
job he wanted and eventually set¬ 
tled for a job as a linoleum sales¬ 
man. In 1977, he published his 
autobiography, which became 
a best-seller. Kopay received 
positive letters from les¬ 
bians, gay men, and gay 
youth in particular, thank¬ 
ing him for his courage. 
He was also invited to 
speak at universities across 
the country. Al¬ 
though the movie 
rights to the book 
were sold, no film 
was ever made. “I think the NFL 
maybe had something to do with 
discouraging anyone from doing 
a film version,” Kopay speculated. 

Around the same time that 
Kopay came out, another athlete 
was making a name for himself in 
that all-American sport, baseball. 
Glenn Burke, an African-Ameri¬ 
can from Oakland, started playing 
professional ball for an L.A. 
Dodgers farm team in 1972 and 
became an outfielder for the 
Dodgers four years later. In 1977, 
he invented the “high five” during 
the Dodgers’ Final game of the 
season. When the Dodgers made 
it to the World Series, Burke 
reached the pinnacle of his career. 

The Dodgers had high hopes 
for Burke. When he signed on, one 
coach said, “Frankly, we think he’s 
going to be another Willie Mays.” 
But playing for the Dodgers was 
complicated, because Burke felt 
like an outsider instead of part of 
the team. He was trying to hide his 
homosexuality, which he had 
known about for years.

Burke developed a “too close” 
friendship with Tommy Lasorda, 
Jr., the openly gay son of the 
team’s manager. In 1978, the 
Dodgers’ vice president pulled 
Burke aside and suggested he get 
married like his fellow players. 
But Burke remained single and 
soon found himself traded to the 
Oakland A’s. 

Halfway through his second 
season with the A’s, Burke was re¬ 
leased from his contract for rea¬ 
sons he never understood. He sus¬ 
pected homophobia, but his 
modest batting average and few 
home runs may have also con¬ 
tributed. No other team picked up 
Burke’s contract, and at 26 he 
found himself without a career 
and unprepared for a life outside 
of baseball. 

Two years after his release from 
the A’s, Burke confirmed the ru¬ 
mors of his homosexuality in In¬ 
side Sports magazine, the first 
baseball player to come out. “It 
was more important to be myself 
than a baseball player,” he said. 
Burke became active in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s gay community, playing on 
a gay softball team and joining 
Black and White Men Together. 

Still, Burke remained bitter about 
his firing and began taking drugs to 
cope, eventually becoming addicted. 
As he later put it, leaving baseball 
“took a chunk out of my heart.” He 
died of complications from AIDS in 
1995 at the age of 43. ▼

tired Army veteran, address the 
crowd. “War is not a sound bite 
on the 11 o’clock news,” Botting 
said. “When the fighting is over 
many don’t get up, many don’t get 
back home the way they left, 
many don’t get home at all - and 
many of those are gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender veterans.” 

After the wreath-laying, an in¬ 
terfaith gathering drew both the 
Reverend Mel White and the Rev¬ 
erend Elder Freeda Smith of the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church. However, it was the 
speech of the pagan representa¬ 
tive, Michael Gorman, that 
moved the crowd to cheers and 
tears - as he affirmed “We have al¬ 
ways been here, no matter how 
much the purveyors of persecu¬ 
tion try to claim otherwise, no 
matter how much the architects of 
exclusion try to claim otherwise. 
All of the truly wise ones who 
have walked this planet know that 
we are a part of the scheme of 
things. We are and we always have 
been and integral pattern on the 
human tapestry. We are as natur¬ 
al in creation as the mountain 
goat, or the lilac or the ocean tide 
or the gangly colt or the Alpine 
edelweiss. We always have been. 
We always will be.” 

Back at the event on the west 
steps, which was sponsored by Cal¬ 
ifornia Alliance for Pride and 
Equality (CAPE), the music faded 
as San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors President Tom Ammiano 
took the stage as master of cere¬ 
monies. Ammiano kept the 
lengthy program moving and live¬ 
ly, introducing a host of individu¬ 
als and groups, including National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF) Executive Director Kerry 
Lobel; CAPE interim coordinator 
Randy Allgaier; Assembly Speaker 
Antonio Villaraigosa’s lesbian and 
gay community liaison, Laurie 
McBride; Alan Lofaso, chief of staff 
for Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden; the Reverend Donald 
Fado; labor leader Sal Rosselli; 
blind veteran Tom Swann, who is 
seeking HMO reform; gay youth; 
and the Sacramento Men’s Chorus, 
to name but a few.

The crowd, which ranged at 
times from 350 to 1,000 people, 
heard that Villaraigosa promised 
to ban discrimination against gays 
and lesbians. His bill, AB 1001, 
would ban discrimination based 
on sexual orientation in housing 
and employment. Villaraigosa an¬ 
ticipates that, although similar leg¬ 
islation has been vetoed by Repub¬ 
lican governors since 1979, Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis will sign AB 1001. 

Assemblywoman Sheila Kuehl, 
(D-Santa Monica), whose AB 222 
would prohibit harassment in 
schools based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion, was also the focus of the day. 
Several speakers quoted a study 
that found 22.2 percent of lesbian 
and gay youth skip school each 
month because they fear for their 
safety on school grounds. Kuehl’s 
bill would protect students from 
anti-gay discrimination and ha¬ 
rassment by adding the words 
“sexual orientation” to the Cali¬ 
fornia Education Code which lists 
protected status. 

Open the discussion 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter , Lobel spoke of the 
work still to be done. “We need to 
build coalition and that has to re¬ 
flect the diversity in our move¬ 
ment,” she said. “We need to talk 


more to the constituents in the 
districts. We have to establish a 
base in every district and make a 
hard concrete effort. Politicians 
will change because the people 
who elect them want them to 
change. We have to re-educate 
people. Most people don’t know 
that we don’t have civil rights that 
we can be fired, lose our children, 
harassed - we have to open the 
discussion to a larger audience.” 

Ammiano said he finally has 
hope that the employment pro¬ 
tections bill will be passed. “With 
those bills being vetoed by the 
likes of Deukmejian and Wilson - 
it’s embarrassing,” he told the 
B.A.R. “I finally feel like the end of 
the tunnel is near.” He, too, spoke 
about the inclusion of people of 
color: “We have to start noticing 
the absences,” he said. 

Allgaier, told the B.A.R. he was 
pleased with CAPE’s first effort as 
a statewide organization. “It’s a 
great way for the organization to 
begin - by empowering and orga¬ 
nizing people in a powerful and 
organized way like this,” he said. 

“We need everyone involved in 
the achievement of our rights and 
in battling those who hate us,” he 
added. Allgaier was also celebrat¬ 
ing the fact that the full CAPE 
board has finally been installed. ▼

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce the chance of illnesses and death 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your 
CD4T-cell count. Some patients may not experience these effects. CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. 
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Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

Ho w should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays." 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN,'your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

D oes CRIXIVAN c ur e HIV or A IDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Do es CRI XIVA N r ed uce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not t ake CR IXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines.

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN:

Sacto man loses Boy Scout 
job after ‘witch hunt’

IP he Boy Scouts of America 
(BSA) is being sued for sex- 
i! ual orientation discrimina¬ 
tion by a Sacramento gay man 
who worked for the organization 
for 22 years. The lawsuit was filed 
in Sacramento Superior Court 
Tuesday, March 23 by Paul Wot- 
man and Geoffrey Kors of the San 
Francisco Law Offices of Wotman 
and Kors, and is a groundbreak¬ 
ing case that could challenge the 
conservative establishment on 
several levels. 

Wotman and Kors filed the 
suit on behalf of Chris Keener, 
who rose to the rank of Eagle 
Scout - the highest rank within 
the BSA - and worked as assistant 
council executive for the BSA’s 
Golden Empire Council franchise 
in Sacramento. The suit purports 
to bring to the public’s attention 
that the BSA violated the consti¬ 
tutional and civil rights of a gay 
employee, and is the first such suit 
to challenge the BSA for firing 
employees known to be gay. Keen¬ 
er, the adoptive father of two chil¬ 
dren, was terminated from the 
BSA in September 1998 after an 
invasive internal investigation 
into his sexual orientation, a verir 
table “witch hunt,” according to 
gay rights attorney Kors. 

According to the allegations in 
the complaint, Keener was repeat¬ 
edly informed by his supervisor 
that, per Boy Scout policy, em¬ 
ployees who were known to be 
gay would be fired, “The Boy 
Scouts conducted an unconstitu¬ 
tional and illegal investigation 
into Mr. Keener s life,” Kors told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Before Keener’s termination, 
his supervisor, Scott Johnson, al¬ 
legedly hired private investigators 
to look into his private life and to 
determine his sexual orientation. 
“They went so far as to call a co¬ 
worker and friend of Mr. Keener 
into a meeting where they sur¬ 


prised her by placing her in a small 
room with two men she had never 
met before. She was then subject¬ 
ed to three hours of questioning 
regarding Mr. Keener’s private life 
and sexual orientation. She was re¬ 
quired to provide names of Mr. 
Keener’s friends and asked about 
their sexual orientation. Another 
individual was sent to Mr. Keen¬ 
er’s hometown to investigate his 
personal life,” Kors stated. 

After completing their investi¬ 
gation, the Boy Scouts reportedly 
looked for a pretext to fire Keener. 
Last September they found one, 
according to Kors, “and fired Mr. 
Keener claiming that the reason 
he was fired was for accepting a 
discount from a local business 
even though other employees had 
engaged in similar practices. De¬ 
spite a perfect record of excellent 
service to the Boy Scouts over 22 
years, Mr. Keener was terminated 
in violation of California law, law 
that protects gay people from this 
type of discrimination.” 

The California Supreme Court 
ruled in 1998 that the Boy Scouts 
was a private organization and 
thus could discriminate in mem¬ 
bership. However, according to 
gay rights attorney Wotman, “Cal¬ 
ifornia’s employment discrimina¬ 
tion laws apply to private associa¬ 
tions, thus giving employees the 


ability to sue when they are fired 
based on their sexual orientation.” 

Johnson, who remains em¬ 
ployed at the BSA’s headquarters 
in Sacramento and who was al¬ 
legedly responsible for Keener’s 
termination, did not return calls 
from the B.A.R. 

“This treatment of a gay em¬ 
ployee by the Boy Scouts is outra¬ 
geous,” said Kors. “For an organi¬ 
zation which purports to be in¬ 
stilling boys and young men with 
values and moral character to 
have a policy of firing employees 
known to be gay is highly offen¬ 
sive and illegal. When the Boy 
Scouts of America invades its own 
employees’ privacy in a zealous ef¬ 
fort to identify and ‘weed out’ gay 
employees, it is completely out¬ 
side the bounds of the law.” 

The complaint alleges five caus¬ 
es of action, including sexual ori¬ 
entation discrimination, wrongful 
termination, intentional infliction 
of emotional distress, and two ac¬ 
tions based on invasion of privacy. 
This is the first time that the Boy 
Scout’s anti-gay employment poli¬ 
cy has been challenged under Cal¬ 
ifornia’s labor code which pro¬ 
hibits discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation. 

Keener is not seeking his job 
back. He has begun work as a 
truck driver. T 


Bakersfield school district settles 
gay discrimination case , apologizes

Bakersfield teacher who had 
15 students pulled from his 
class because he is gay has 
settled his sexual orientation dis¬ 
crimination case against the 
school district. According to a 
Thursday, March 18 announce¬ 
ment, the settlement included an 
apology from school officials to 
teacher Dr. James Merrick. 

Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund and the Califor¬ 
nia Teachers Association (CTA) 
reached the settlement on Mer¬ 
rick’s behalf. Earlier this month, a 
state labor commissioner ruled 
that the Rio Bravo-Greeley Union 
School District discriminated 
against Merrick because of his 
sexual orientation. 

District officials removed 15 of 
more than 100 students from 
Merrick’s eighth grade science 
class simply because some parents 
did not want their children in a 
gay teacher’s class. Merrick is a re¬ 
cent recipient of the Teacher of 
the Year Award from the Bakers¬ 
field Chamber of Commerce. 

In the settlement, approved

unanimously by the school dis¬ 
trict’s five-member board of 
trustees, the district agreed it 
would not remove students from 
any class for reasons relating to 
“the ethnicity, race, national ori¬ 
gin, age, sex, actual or perceived 
sexual orientation, disability, or 
political or religious beliefs of the 
classroom teachers.” The district 
also agreed to consult with a com¬ 
mittee that includes Merrick to 


create an anti-discrimination pro¬ 
gram for improving staff under¬ 
standing of district policy. 

“One of the primary goals of this 
program shall be to eliminate mis¬ 
understandings regarding sexual 
orientation,” the settlement stated. 
“The board will, in writing, express 
support for Dr. Merrick as a teacher 
and regret comments and actions by 
some members of the public and 
staff that may have called into ques¬ 
tion his fitness to teach.” 

Additionally, as part of the set¬ 
tlement, the district will not ap¬ 
peal the labor commissioner’s de¬ 
cision. 

Although undercut by the dis¬ 
trict’s earlier actions, Merrick re¬ 
mains dedicated to teaching sci¬ 
ence. He will return to work as a 
curriculum specialist, planning the 
elementary school’s new life lab and 
pursuing curriculum development 
efforts outside the classroom. Mer¬ 
rick’s previously scheduled June re¬ 
tirement will remain in effect. 

“There is no room for bigotry 
in our public institutions. This 
agreement is a model for forging a 
community where all schools 
nurture tolerance and diversity,”

the habits, and strolled out for a 
Castro cruise, eliciting oohs and 
aahs of surprise and admiration. 
Then they went across town and 
down the cliff trail to the notorious 
Land’s End gay beach. The throngs 
of sand-and-cum-glazed bathers 
interrupted their frolicking and 
basking to gaze awestruck at the 
spectacle of three queer Sisters dra¬ 
matically traipsing among them. 

The reaction was intense 
everywhere the pseudo-nuns 
went, with people - especially re¬ 
covering Catholics - expressing 
delight and amazement at their 
get-ups. Here was drag of a differ¬ 
ent order, mimicking not tragic 
Hollywood divas or vamps and 
whores but sacrosanct person¬ 
ages, the guardians of public 
morals, the shapers of young, im¬ 
pressionable minds, the righteous 
do-gooders who forego worldly 
possessions to live cloistered in 
all-woman cliques, serving the 
Man upstairs, who in turn ser¬ 
vices them, causing them to finger 
their beads and mutter hosannahs 
the long nights through. 

Sacred icons were being 
smashed to smithereens by Bunch 
and his buddies that day 20 years 
ago, and the public loved it. 

“I thought: Wow, this could be 
a very interesting tool,” says 
Bunch, who, unbeknownst to him 
at the time, would go on to be¬ 
come Sister Vicious Power-Hun¬ 
gry Bitch, the founder of the Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence, Inc., 
a global phenomenon whose his¬ 
tory has been marked by triumph 
and controversy, play and politics, 
public service and public nui¬ 
sance, inspiring a mix of admira¬ 
tion and loathing from queers 
and straights alike. 
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Soon after that initial Easter 
outing, Bunch and his new room¬ 
mates, Edmund Garron and Bill 
Braham, decided to participate as 
nun cheerleaders at a softball 
game between the San Francisco 
Fire Department and the Gay 
Softfjall League. 

“We ended up running our 
veils up the flagpoles,” recalls 
Bunch, “and the audience was so 
distracted, they started cheering 
and the game stopped. The play¬ 
ers couldn’t figure out what was 
going on.” 

A name, and fame 

The crowd reaction sparked an 
idea in Garron’s mind, to use nun 
drag to make political statements. 
A natural organizer, Garron 
rounded up 10 friends that De¬ 
cember, including some former 
Catholics, to flesh out ideas for a 
new queer order of nuns, and de¬ 
cide on its political agenda. 

At that meeting, names for the 
group were tossed out; the one 
that stuck aptly described the 
order’s libertine ways, in which 
sex in all its splendid varieties 
would be celebrated in mind, 
body, and spirit. Yet the name Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence gave 
little hint of the huge activist con¬ 
tribution the group would soon 
be making to community 
fundraising, healthcare education, 
and advocacy (before and espe¬ 
cially after the advent of AIDS), 
civil-rights organizing, and con¬ 
sciousness raising. 

Soon not just the gay world, 
but the straight world too knew 
who the Sisters were, even if most 
people hardly understood what (if 
anything) their masquerade was 
all about. 

Naturally, everyone had an 
opinion about the Sisters. At first 
most people embraced the nuns’ 
high-spirited hijincks. But that 
was before the Sisters gained wide 
renown, lending an immediately 
recognizable - and, some felt, of¬ 
fensive - face to the emerging gay 
and lesbian liberation movement. 

A change in public perception 
began after two Sisters arranged 
their first meeting with then- 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein in 1982. 
They attempted to convince the 
mayor that the Sisters were an asset 
to the community rather than an 
embarrassment or liability. 

But the mayor wasn’t buying 
it. After listening politely, she 
slammed her fist on her desk and 
said: “I just don’t know. When I 
see the Sisters, I just see red.” 

When word of her comment 
got back to the rest of the nuns, 
Sister Chanel 2001 (aka Gilbert 
Baker, creator of the rainbow flag) 
immediately suggested the Sisters 
stage a “Red Party.” 

Which they did in a big way, 
renting the Russian Hall and dec¬ 
orating it all in red, including red 
Soviet and Chinese flags. 

Alas, the owner of what turned 
out to be the “White Russian” Hall 
(unbeknownst to the Sisters who 
rented it) was the daughter of the 
top general serving the Tzar at the 
time of the Russian Revolution. 
She demanded the flag’s removal, 
but was rebuffed by flag queen 
Baker. The party proceeded apace, 
was a huge success, and was fol¬ 
lowed two days later by bold 
front-page headlines in the Exam¬ 
iner: “Gays offend Russians” (as 
Bunch remembers the incident). 

“It had a photo of a Sister of 
Perpetual Indulgence with her fist 
rolled up and a real mean look,” 
recalls Bunch, “and it was a com¬ 
plete hatchet job on the Sisters.” 

From then on things got rocky 
for the order. With the spotlight 
trained on the Sisters, many peo¬ 
ple - especially conservative gays 
- began to scrutinize the mock 
nuns more closely, and didn’t al¬ 
ways like what they found. 


“The early Sisters tended to 
debauchery,” the late Sister X-plo- 
sion! (John Chidester) once told a 
reporter, “but then times called 
for that; the Sisters personified the 
extreme decadence of gay men in 
the late 1970s and early 1980s.” 

Responding to a crisis 

By the summer of 1982, the 
Sisters were no longer universally 
perceived as cuddly mascots; 
many, if not most gays considered 
them as much rabble-rousers as 
anything. Moreover, at that time 
the whole concept of drag was 
under attack within the queer 
community. As outrageous drag 
queens as well as highly theatrical 
activists, the Sisters were swept up 
in controversy. 

Then AIDS broke out. The 
bleak time ensuing left precious 
little room for frivolity. Of neces¬ 
sity, but also out of a growing 
sense of mission, the Sisters trans¬ 
formed themselves, taking their 
role as educators and fundraisers 
more seriously. They staged the 
first AIDS benefit in 1982, with 
Shirley MacLaine, raising funds 
for the KS Foundation. They pro¬ 
duced a pamphlet called “Play 
Fair,” listing ways for gays to take 
precautions against venereal dis¬ 
eases (before AIDS had been iden¬ 
tified as such). From there on, 
AIDS activism and consciousness 
raising became the Sisters’ priori¬ 
ty. They created the banner for the 
first AIDS protest march, “Fight¬ 
ing for Our Lives.” And one of 
their own, Bobby Campbell, aka 
Sister Florence Nightmare R.N., 
became the first AIDS patient in 
the world to go public, becoming 
the AIDS poster boy. 

Yet criticism of the Sisters per¬ 
sisted, as did AIDS, both taking a 
toll on the order. By 1987, when 
the Pope made a visit to San Fran¬ 
cisco, the Sisters numbered no 
more than six or seven. Yet those 
few diehards managed to anger 
the Roman Catholic Church hier¬ 
archy by performing a public can¬ 
onization ceremony in honor of 
the Pope’s arrival. They marched 
to the door of St. Mary’s Cathe¬ 
dral and (like Martin Luther of 
old) posted their demands on the 
church door. 

Through those dark days, 
Bunch, as founding Sister, kept 
the group alive and in the public 
eye, if barely, by doing lots of little 
events such as basketball games to 
raise funds for charity. 

Fortunately for the order, the 
tide was beginning to turn as 
other activist groups came to the 
fore, beginning with ACT UP and 
continuing with Queer Nation. 
Those groups helped people grasp 
the value of activism, which had 
been devalued since the tumul¬ 
tuous, often heady years following 
Stonewall and the White Night 
riots. No longer did the Sisters 
seem so outrageous. Once more, 
the climate was right for their ac¬ 
ceptance by most queers. 

If the 1980s were a time of de¬ 
cline for the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence, the 1990s were a time 
of global expansion. In 1990, Sis¬ 
ter Vicious and two other nuns 
went to Europe where they helped 
start an order in Berlin. Other or¬ 
ders sprouted in Australia (where 
the Sisters wear no makeup, admit 
no women, and view themselves 
as strictly political), New Zealand, 
France, Great Britain, South 
Africa, Ireland, Norway, and be¬ 
yond. 

San Francisco remains the 
Mother House of the Order, with 
Sister Vicious, the matriarch, 
casting a benign but critical eye 
over the land, keeping her Sisters 
in order while dedicating herself 
(as all Sisters take a vow to do) to 
the promulgation of universal joy 
and the expiation of stigmatic 
guilt. T

celebration is proper. However, 
simple judgment dictates anoth¬ 
er day would have been better.” 

Mayor Willie Brown also 
weighed in on the matter Mon¬ 
day, saying he thinks the Sisters 
should consider changing the 
date. “The mayor supports the 
idea of free speech and the First 
Amendment,” Kandace Bender, 
Brown’s press secretary, told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “but this is an 
extraordinarily sacred day and 
the mayor wants tolerance and 
respect on all sides.” The mayor 
said the matter is up to the Board 
of Supervisors. 

Sister Camille Leon told the 
B.A.R. that the party Will go on as 
scheduled. “We’re not planning to 
change the date of the party be¬ 
cause it’s our birthday,” Leon said. 
“We’ve heard from so many peo¬ 
ple all over the country who are 
in support and we have gotten 
support from other religious 
groups in the Bay Area.” 

Supervisor Mark Leno point¬ 
ed out that Orthodox Easter is 
April 11 - the date Becerril sug¬ 
gested for the party - and won¬ 
dered whether the Sisters would 
be forced to keep rescheduling 
the event “to a date no one is 
bothered or offended by.” 

“To suggest the date needs to 
be changed gives credence to in¬ 
accurate and misleading descrip¬ 
tions of the Sisters,” Leno told the 
B.A.R. Tuesday, March 23. Over 
the last 20 years, the Sisters have 
raised hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for various charitable 
events. The group is predomi¬ 
nantly gay and their campy style 
and satire has made them popu¬ 
lar at various events over the 
years. 

‘Years of rituals’ 

Ammiano was livid after the 
move by Becerril, who was joined 
by Supervisor Amos Brown in 
calling for the party date to be 
changed. “It’s important that 
elected officials honor and cher¬ 
ish the separation of church and 
state,” Ammiano told the B.A.R. 

Becerril said her proposed res¬ 
olution is not about the First 
Amendment or free speech. She 
pointed out the Catholic Church 
is mulling a boycott of the city 
over the issue. “I spoke to a pas¬ 
tor of a church in the Castro and 
many parishioners are upset. I got 
another message from a nun that 
the celebration occurs on the 
holiest day of her religion,” Be¬ 
cerril said. “Good judgment 
means public officials don’t pit 
one community against another.” 

Brown echoed her comments. 
“It is with great concern, and a 
sense of tremendous pain that I 
speak my mind and clear my con¬ 
science regarding the Sisters,” 
Brown, a Baptist minister, said at 
the board meeting. “This is a high 
holy-day and there are years of 
ritual and relationships around 
that day. It is something to look at 
very carefully. I have personally 
spoken out against any insults 
against people because they’re 
different, particularly the gay and 
lesbian community and my 
record speaks to that. 

“When the matter was pre¬ 
sented to the board, when 1 took 
the vote, it was based on the ref¬ 
erence that this was the anniver¬ 
sary of a group that has done 
charitable work. I’d have no 
problem with that,” Brown 
added. “I think this board should 
not be a part to legislation of any 
activity that causes tension and 
stress in the city of St. Francis. It’s 
not a homophobic statement, it’s 
a question of civility, sensibility, 
and tolerance and [being] realis¬ 


tic, reasonable, and responsible.” 

Supervisor Leslie Katz noted 
the matter was referred to the 
board’s next agenda without first 
going to a committee, meaning 
any one supervisor can send it to 
committee, where it would be 
calendared at a later date. “I’m 
very disturbed, it’s a clear viola¬ 
tion of separation of church and 
state,” Katz told the B.A.R. “I’m 
offended by the rhetoric, but the 
good news is it has brought pub¬ 
licity to the work the Sisters do.” 

Most, if not all, of the board 
members have gotten plenty of 
calls - many from angry 
Catholics - and Ammiano said 
the storm of protest against the 
street closing is being fueled by 
the archdiocese, which has also 
spoken out against gay philan¬ 
thropist James Hormel being ap¬ 
pointed ambassador to Luxem¬ 
bourg. Ammiano also said his of¬ 
fice has received many calls in 
support of the Sisters. 

Leno recounted a call he re¬ 
ceived from a woman asking how 
she could get a permit to close a 
street to celebrate Dan White’s 
birthday, a reference to the for¬ 
mer supervisor who assassinated 
former Supervisor Harvey Milk 
and Mayor George Moscone. 
“This is what the archdiocese is 
eliciting from its congregants,” 
Leno said. 

Maurice Healy, spokesman for 
the archdiocese, told the B.A.R. 
that the archdiocese is not the 
“primary force” in the matter. 


“This is very much a grassroots 
effort,” he said. 

Dignity/San Francisco, a 
group of lesbian and gay 
Catholics, issued a statement in 
support of the Sisters. “The cur¬ 
rent controversy over the 20th 
anniversary celebration of the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
exists because some conservative 
Catholics are unable to experi¬ 
ence their faith beyond its literal 
form,” stated co-chairs Gilbert 
Gonzalez and Gino Ramos. “The 
Sisters ... have always satirized 
institutions that destroy lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
people. Before rejecting them, we 
ask people to be reminded of the 
good that they have done and will 
continue to do. 

“We do not believe that the 
Sisters of P.erpetual Indulgence 
opposes organizations, churches, 
and congregations like 
Dignity/San Francisco that seek 
to make its members whole by in¬ 
tegrating our sexuality with our 
spirituality. Our knowledge of the 
Sisters in fact, tells us that the 
group started out with a strong 
spiritual dimension. Dignity/San 
Francisco congratulates the Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence on 
their 20th anniversary,” the state¬ 
ment concluded. T

cience once again slammed 
politics in the public debate 
' . over the use of marijuana as 
medicine. The latest compendium 
of facts, as opposed to rhetoric, is 
“Marijuana and Medicine: Assess¬ 
ing the Science Base” a report by 
the prestigious nonprofit Institute 
of Medicine (IOM). 

The report was commissioned 
by Drug Czar Barry McCaffrey for 
$896,000, and released by the IOM 
at a packed Washington news con¬ 
ference Wednesday, March 17. 

“There is remarkable consen¬ 
sus about the science that suggests 
the potential of cannabinoid 
[components of marijuana] drugs 
for medical use,” said John A. 
Benson, Jr., one of the principal 
investigators on the study. He is 
dean and professor of medicine 
emeritus at the Oregon Health 
Sciences University School of 
Medicine, Portland. 

“There is far less convincing 
data about actual medical bene¬ 
fits” from marijuana, he said. That 
is largely because “the appropriate 
studies have not been done.” He 
urged that those clinical trials be 
undertaken. 

The report has a strong bias 
against smoking marijuana, 
which reflects the hysteria grip¬ 
ping American public debate on 
all types of smoking. But Benson 
conceded, “there are some limited 
circumstances,” such as terminal 
illness or short term use to deal 
with the effects of chemotherapy, 
“in whicl^we recommend smok¬ 
ing marijuana for medical uses.” 


as smoking does, while eliminat¬ 
ing the noxious components from 
burning the plant. 

Benson said that the euphoric 
effect of marijuana may be lost in 
other formulations. He thought 
the euphoria might be “a benefi¬ 
cial side effect,” both because it 
may enhance a sense of well being 
and because it “titrates the dose” 
so that the patient takes enough 
but not too much of the marijua¬ 
na to have the desired effect. 

Watson pushed for access to 
marijuana through a compassion¬ 
ate use program similar to those 
for other experimental drugs. He 
said, “It would offer the opportu¬ 
nity for a broader spectrum of 
physicians to offer some relief 
from the conflict between medi¬ 
cine and law.” 

The federal government still 
runs a marijuana compassionate 
use program for eight individuals. 
One patient has been on it for 
more than two decades. But the 
government closed off new en¬ 
tries to the program in 1992. 

Reactions 

The IOM is “in effect saying 
that most of what the government 
has told us about marijuana is 
false,” said Bill Zimmerman, di¬ 
rector of Americans for Medical 
Rights. “It’s not addictive, it’s not 
a gateway to heroin and cocaine, 
it has a legitimate medical use, 
and it’s not as dangerous as com¬ 
mon drugs like Prozac and Via¬ 
gra” The group has pushed state 
ballot initiatives opening up med¬ 
ical use of marijuana. 

“Patients already using mari¬ 
juana would be given the benefit 
of the doubt and should not be 
arrested,” said Chuck Thomas, di¬ 
rector of the Marijuana Policy 
Project based in Washington, D.C. 

AIDS activist Kiyoshi Kuromiya, 
the lead plaintiff in a class action 
medical marijuana lawsuit now in 
federal court in Philadelphia, said 
that the report “will help people get 
their marijuana without risking ar¬ 
rest for a while.” 

“The report seems to recom¬ 
mend something [a federally run 
compassionate use program] that 
is very close to Judge Katzs settle¬ 
ment offer that the feds turned 
down.” 

Kuromiya said the report “also 
destroys the main argument for 
keeping marijuana a Schedule I 
drug” under the Controlled Sub¬ 
stances Act. “It doesn’t fit that de¬ 
finition.”

“Beyond the harmful effects 
from smoking,” the report con¬ 
cluded, “the range of problems as¬ 
sociated with marijuana is not out 
of line with those of substances 
used in other medicines.” 

Stanley J. Watson, Jr. was the 
other principal investigator for 
the study. He is co-director and 
research scientist at the Mental 
Health Research Institute of the 
University of Michigan at Ann 
Arbor. 

“Marijuana’s future as medi¬ 
cine does not involve smoking,” 
he said. “It involves exploiting the 
potential in cannabinoids such as 
THC, the key psychoactive ingre¬ 
dient in marijuana.” 

Natural marijuana contains 
about 400 compounds, about 30 
of which have been identified as 
active ingredients that may have 
some type of effect on the human 
body. 

The report shot down two core 
myths perpetuated by anti-drug 
warriors. One is that marijuana is 
highly addictive, the other is that 
it is a “gateway drug” to other sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

It said, “few marijuana users 
develop dependence, some do.” It 
characterized withdrawal symp¬ 
toms as “mild and short-lived.” 

“Most drug users begin with 
alcohol and nicotine before mari¬ 
juana - usually before they are of 
legal age,” they wrote. Watson said 
they “found no conclusive evi¬ 
dence that something in marijua¬ 
na causes a progression” to hard¬ 
er drugs. 

He believes the public can 
make the distinction between le¬ 
gitimate medial use and abuse of 
marijuana. 

The report pushed for identi¬ 
fication of cannabinoids that are 
“active ingredients” in marijuana, 
and development of synthetic 
compounds of these as drugs. It 
also wants to see a mechanical in¬ 
haler developed that delivers the 
drugs in the same rapid manner

SF medical pot trial seeks volunteers

1 r. Don Abrams is at the 
halfway point of the only 
I clinical trial on smoked 
marijuana in the United States, at 
the University of California in San 
Francisco. More precisely, he is 
looking at the impact of cannabi- 
noids delivered by smoke, pill, 
and placebo in people with HIV. 
He’s still looking for volunteers. 

The study began in May 1998. 
The count is at 31 of the 64 patients 
needed, and with any luck it will 
wrap up next January. He says “the 
limiting factor is that we can only 
have four beds at any one time, so 
we have to stagger enrollment.” 

Years of hassling with federal 
regulators finally allowed the re¬ 
search to move forward as a safe¬ 
ty trial. It’s built around the ques¬ 
tion of possible interactions with 
protease inhibitors (PI) as both 
marijuana and Pis are metabo¬ 
lized through the P-450 system in 
the liver. 

But it’s packed with data col¬ 
lection in a number of other areas 


that should give greater insight 
into metabolism, the immune sys¬ 
tem, and hormones in the context 
of HIV therapy and cannabinoids. 

“We’re looking for patients 
with stable HIV infection who are 
taking either indinavir [Crixivan] 
or nelfinavir [Viracept], people 
who have in the past smoked mar¬ 
ijuana, but not within the last 30 
days,” Abrams explained. Volun¬ 
teers cannot be cigarette smokers, 
substance abusers, or on 
methadone. 

The 25-day trial requires that 
volunteers be hospitalized the en¬ 
tire time, with no visitors, al¬ 
though Internet access is provid¬ 
ed. Some will see that as a form of 
house arrest, while others call it a 
respite from the world, a chance • 
to slow down, relax, arid maybe 
catch up on reading. 

Abrams says that many of the 
volunteers really like the fact that 
“you don’t have to do your own 
cooking or housework for 25 
days, you don’t have to worry 
about those activities of daily liv¬ 
ing. And you get a paid vacation.” 

The pay is not much, just $40 


dollars a day. But that adds up to a 
nice round $1,000 over the course 
of the trial. 

He says that volunteers have 
come from New York, Los Angeles, 
and Seattle. The trial does not cover 
travel expenses, but the payment 
should cover airfare and more than 
a few nights on the town once your 
part in the trial is completed. 

Other factors can screen you 
out from participating. “We have 
to talk with about a dozen people 
for ever one we enroll,” says 
Abrams. 

Right now there is no waiting 
list, so Abrams is eager to hear 
from potential volunteers. “It’s an 
historic study,” he said, “I would 
hate to have the opponents say, 
look, they can’t even do a clinical 
trial when they get funded and the 
marijuana to do it.” T

By 3 a.m. the only place for 
him to stay has a catch — sleep 
with some guy he’s not at all at¬ 
tracted to, or party all night with 
some of the bad boys who swoop 
down on anyone who walks too 
slow. Let’s say a bad boy offers 
him something to put up his nose 
that takes him down a rabbit hole 
it takes three years to crawl out of. 

How long will it take for him 
to get a night’s rest, a job or an 
apartment? How much more bad 
stuff needs to happen before he’s

It’s just this unfortunate turn of 
events that has pitted some mem¬ 
bers of our gay and lesbian athlet¬ 
ic community against the home¬ 
less kids who are being temporar¬ 
ily housed in the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center (EVRC) gym. 

Gene Dermody has lived in San 
Francisco a long time, and is a 
rather assertive voice among the 
athletic community of people who 
use EVRC. His wrestling team 
meets there two to three 
times a week. I’m quoting 
from his statements given 
at a March 6 Team San 
Francisco meeting. 

“We wrestlers and other 
gay and lesbian sports 
groups worked very hard 
for years, going back to 
1987, to keep an ath¬ 
letic presence at EV 
Rec,” said Dermody. 

“We are not against 
this temporary usage, 
and we have even offered our help 
and support to the EV Rec staff 
during this period, so that this 
emergency situation can be weath¬ 
ered by all. 

“Our objections to the whole 
plan have to do with the inappro¬ 
priate nature of EV Rec to host 
such an undertaking. There are 
only one or two working bath¬ 
room facilities, no showers, no 
storage areas, and no bedding. 
There is also the question of san¬ 
itation, area security, and existing 
equipment in the building that 
can be easily tampered with and 
now needs to be moved and 
locked up.” 



“It’s not a NIMBY [not-in-my- 
backyard] issue,” Tony Jazinski 
said in an interview. Jazinski, who 
heads gay men’s basketball, says 
he lost a previous space for bas¬ 
ketball that became a homeless 
shelter. During the Reagan era, 
even EV Rec was reluctant to 
allow his mostly gay players to use 
the gym. 

Jazinski attributes the years- 
ago loss of shower facilities to the 
early 1990s drought. The showers 
are currently a jumble of storage 
and office space. 

Others, however, 
claim that Rec and 
Park homophobically 
closed them to stop alleged 
shower sexual shenanigans. 
Either way, it leaves the gym 
with a less-than perfect 
setting for either 
sports or sheltering. 
But where else is there 
for either? 

Although he be¬ 
lieves we need a homeless shelter 
for queer youth in the Castro, 
Jazinski doesn’t see the gym as the 
best place. He also did not care for 
the tactics of other neighbors ef¬ 
forts to stop the homeless pro¬ 
gram at the highly-publicized 
venom fest where wild accusa¬ 
tions of “cooties” and “baby- 
snatching” revealed the hatred be¬ 
hind some quaint Victorians of 
the ’hood. Jazinski said he “could¬ 
n’t join in because it was such a 
mean-spirited campaign.” 

But yet both men feel threat¬ 
ened that their space will become 
a permanent homeless facility. 
Said Jazinski, “Once you start to

turn it into a shelter, it loses the 
athletic values.” 

Others say that the entire issue 
is a political football (or some 
other bad sports analogy) kicked 
off (oops) with gusto by Supervi¬ 
sor Leslie Katz in a fumbled hand 
off (ouch) from The Hat. 

I don’t know what to make of 
all this. I can only peek out my 
window and notice the view of 
City Hall’s shiny, expensive new 
lid. It shore do look purty. 

Space issues 

Dermody says he could be 
thrown out of the facility. “It is 
this athletic facility, and the pos¬ 
sibility of program expansion, 
pushing sports out of EV Rec that 
worries us.” He urged Team San 
Francisco, which also uses the fa¬ 
cility for meetings, “to at least rec¬ 
ognize the fact that gay and les¬ 
bian athletics is also very impor¬ 
tant to our community, and 
should not be made the fall guy.” 

But Team SF board member 
Anne Ludwig stated, “After re¬ 
viewing our by-laws it appears 
that Team San Francisco cannot 
make any political statements or 
try to influence politicians/regu¬ 
lations.” 

Despite this, Dermody re¬ 
mains in a defensive posture. “We 
really have no other facility to go 
to.” 

But neither do the kids. Der¬ 
mody’s closing remarks echo the 
increasingly reactionary attitude 
of anyone who resents those with¬ 
out property in a city administra¬ 
tion that outlaws occupying pub¬ 
lic space. “By being proactive and 
vigilant in monitoring this, we do 
everyone a service by keeping 
them informed,” he said. 

Words like “vigilant” and “mon¬ 
itoring” make fhe uncomfortable. 
Always have. How this temporary 
program, while an obvious ploy by 


politicians to force the homeless 
problem on the queer community, 
will endanger gay athletics contin¬ 
ues to elude me. 

Last I heard, in a case of an 
emergency, the first place people 
went to were gymnasiums. The 
cots would be laid out for the 
night, then folded up. It’s in all the 
classic disaster films, even Revenge 
of the Nerds, which includes a gay 
African-American homeless kid. 
Who kicked them out? Oh. That’s 
right. The jocks. 

So it’s about space issues from 
upper middle class home owners 
who use the gym a few hours a 
week. But how can we define 
“need” or “emergency,” when we’ve 
built our lives around the elimina¬ 
tion of both? I’m sorry sweat has a 
higher value than grime. 

On a recent stroll past EVRC, I 
noticed half a dozen kids sitting 
outside the entrance in their usual 
place. A few even played on the 
swings. Across Collingwood 
Street, a bitter-looking man 
peered out his elegantly drSped 
window, obviously perturbed by 
the mere presence of the waifs. 

If homophobia were a toxic 
cloud, we’d be letting them in our 
homes. Well, it is, and we’re not. 

I’ve noticed I have some 
clothes I could do without. Also, 
they give you plastic spoons at 
Fuzio’s for your doggy bags. My 
leftover dinner made one kid 
happy, or warm, for a while. 

I don’t know what we’re sup¬ 
posed to do with them. I do know 
what they do to them in Novato 
high school parking lots. I’d like 
to think that here is better. ▼

Francisco. He explained, “A 
Schedule I drug has no medical 
benefits, a Schedule II drug does.” 

Reclassification would have a 
tremendous impact on conducting 
research on marijuana as a medi¬ 
cine, making it much easier to do. 
As a Schedule I drug, “there is only 
one legal source, NIDA [the Na¬ 
tional Institute for Drug Abuse at 
the National Institutes of Health],” 
Abrams said. “And that means 
every attempt to study marijuana 
needs to go through rigorous peer 
review” prior to initiation. 

Abrams panned the report’s 
criticism of natural marijuana and 
its preference for seeking the active 
ingredients. “To me that is just our 


typically western pharmaceutical 
industry-inspired paradigm. 

“If it works, why do we have to 
alter it? It’s our reductionist west¬ 
ern approach as well as the capi¬ 
talist way. Let’s see if we can iso¬ 
late and synthesize something that 
somebody is going to make 
money off of.” 

McCaffrey, who commissioned 
the study, acknowledged the sci¬ 
entific content. But he chose to 
emphasize the fact that smoking 
was not the route to go. He im¬ 
plied that emphasis should be 
placed on finding alternative de¬ 
livery mechanisms rather than 
evaluating clinical effects of mar¬ 
ijuana delivered through smoke. 
That means further delay. 

White House spokesman Joe 
Lockhart acknowledged the posi¬ 
tive aspects of the report but his 
key message was that “further re¬ 
search” is required. T 
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Pat Robertson’s problems

as the Christian Coalition 
§Pf! lost its political muscle?” 

I ' asked Stuart Rothenberg in 
the Capitol Hill newspaper Roll 
Call. He reported that the budget 
and staff in 1998 were half of what 
they were in 1996. 

He quoted “one GOP opera¬ 
tive” as saying, “Frankly, they were 
missing in action, AWOL, in 1998. 
They weren’t doing the things that 
they had done previously.” The re¬ 
sults showed most tellingly with 
losses by coalition favorites in the 
governor’s races in Alabama and 
South Carolina. 

The coalition has been in steep 
decline since the departure of Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Ralph Reed. He 
was able to smooth over many of 
the rough strategic and rhetorical 
edges of the apocalyptic Pat 
Robertson. 

Last month the president of 
the coalition resigned. Many in¬ 
terpret former Energy Secretary 
Donald Hodel’s departure as a 
policy dispute with Robertson. 
The televangelist assumed the po¬ 
sition himself. Other senior staff 
have also resigned in the last few 
weeks, including the last of the 
people that Reed had hired. 

Robertson and the Christian 
Coalition have scurried to con¬ 
duct damage control. On March 

II they launched a new grassroots 
political campaign aimed at rais¬ 
ing $21 million to recruit and 


train religious conservative ac¬ 
tivists for the 2000 elections. 

Robertson said the campaign 
would focus on five key states - 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Michigan, and Illinois - outside of 
the organization’s traditional base 
of support in the South. 

“They are scrambling to put a 
happy face on what is very, very 
serious turmoil at the Christian 
Coalition,” said Kevin Ivers 
spokesman for Log Cabin Repub¬ 
licans. 

Highland fling 

Ivers was flying back from va¬ 
cation when he read that Robert¬ 
son and the Bank of Scotland 
were forming a business partner¬ 
ship to conduct electronic bank¬ 
ing in the U.S. The bank would 
provide the expertise, Robertson 
his database of members at the 
coalition and TV viewers of The 
700 Club. Robertson would get a 
third of the profits. 

On March 1, Ivers contacted 
the Equality Network in the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom to stir up opposition. 
Soon Log Cabin was feeding them 
information on Robertson and 
the network was alerting the Scot¬ 
tish public. 

The Edinburgh Scotsman wrote 
in a March 5 editorial: “Does one 
of Scotland’s most prestigious in¬ 
stitutions really feel comfortable 
that it is now intimately associat¬ 
ed with a man who earnestly in¬ 
sists that homosexuals want to de¬ 
stroy Christians, that feminists kill 


their children and practice witch¬ 
craft, and that the United Nations 
is an evil organization?” It urged 
the bank to drop its new partner. 

Edinburgh University has 
joined with scores of individuals 
in threatening to move its account 
should the deal with Robertson go 
through. 

Bank of Scotland officials have 
tried to defuse the situation by 
meeting with opponents to the 
partnership. At first they said it 
was just a business deal, but as 
time went on they seemed to em¬ 
brace the man as well. 

“The bank is defending him 
now,” said John Fellows, president 
of the Edinburgh University Stu¬ 
dent’s Association. “They are act¬ 
ing politically as well as being a 
business.” 

Public opposition to the ven¬ 
ture continues to mount. “We’re 
trying to turn off every faucet that 
we can, to try to choke the Chris¬ 
tian Coalition to death,” said Ivers. 

Other problems 

Robertson’s appointment to a 
Virginia state economic develop¬ 
ment board is on hold. State Sena¬ 
tor Janet Howell (D-Reston) has 
challenged his fitness to serve be¬ 
cause Robertson’s “ethics are under 
serious question.” It stems from an 
ongoing investigation of the non¬ 
profit Operation Blessing, part of 
Robertson’s web of activity. 

Some pilots employed by the 
organization have said that rather 
than flying relief supplies to needy 


African refugees, they devoted 
most of their time to flying sup¬ 
plies in and diamonds out of a 
mine in the Congo. The diamond 
operation with the late dictator 
Mobutu was part of Robertson’s 
commercial empire. The charges 
could jeopardize the tax-exempt 
status of Operation Blessing. 

And the political fragmenta¬ 
tion of the religious right contin¬ 
ues to grow. In February, Paul 
Weyrich, one of the founding fa¬ 
thers of the movement, said that 
politics has failed. He urged reli¬ 
gious conservatives to turn their 
energies to building their own in¬ 
stitutions of community rather 
than trying to take political con¬ 
trol of the nation. 

Robertson will face another 
rising voice in the Catholic Al¬ 
liance. It was begun by the Chris¬ 
tian Coalition in 1995, became in¬ 
dependent two years later, and has

maintained a low profile. 

That will change under the 
leadership of Raymond Flynn, 
who became executive director on 
March 17. He is the former mayor 
of Boston and subsequent ambas¬ 
sador to the Vatican. 

Flynn told The New York Times, 
“Our focus will be on solidarity 
with the poor, the needy and the 
immigrants.” The Catholic Al¬ 
liance is also strongly opposed to 
abortion and to legal recognition 
of same-sex marriage. T 


California Common Cause calls on DPH to 
further review HRC finding at New Leaf

|| n a March 1 letter addressed to 

San Francisco city officials 
8* concerning the finding of the 
San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission (HRC) at New Leaf 
Services for Our Community, 
California Common Cause re¬ 
quested that the Department of 
Public Health (DPH) further con¬ 
duct reviews on contracting and 
health services delivery at New 
Leaf’s San Francisco agency. 

The HRC’s finding stems from 
the October 1994 case involving 
Gerald Bert, a former counselor at 
New Leaf who charged the agency 
with gender discrimination and 
failure to monitor services pro¬ 
vided to clients seeking drug and 
alcohol dependency counseling. 

Further, California Common 
Cause is calling on DPH to inves¬ 
tigate alleged breach of confiden¬ 
tiality of complainant medical 


records at New Leaf, a charge re¬ 
ported in a February 1 article in 
the journal Alcoholism and Drug 
Abuse Weekly. 

California Common Cause - a 
statewide coalition monitoring 
civic and government organiza¬ 
tions and their operations - be¬ 
lieves “it is incumbent upon the 
[DPH] health commission to as¬ 
sume direct oversight of this mat¬ 
ter in order to insure due process, 
prevent improper interventions 
and to review the failure of the 
DPH contract monitoring and 
compliance system,” according to 
Don Ellison, San Francisco Com¬ 
mon Cause co-coordinator 

“The ethics and integrity of 
our local governmental processes 
must not be compromised by or 
on behalf of one, nonprofit 
provider,” added Ellison. 

New Leaf’s opportunity to ap¬ 
peal the HRC’s finding expired 
Tuesday, February 9. Joe Neisen, 
executive director of New Leaf, 


was unable to comment on the 
agency’s current position in the 
matter. ▼

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Merrick said. 

Lambda staff attorney Myron 
Dean Quon said the settlement 
“was a historic case that creates 
good law for all of us.” 

“It’s a shame that the district’s 
discriminatory actions came just 
as Merrick was preparing to end 
an exemplary teaching career,” 
Quon added. “Faced with a devas¬ 
tating assault on his character, he 
had the courage to seek justice.” 

Scott McVarish, CTA’s staff 
counsel, said the decision will 
stand as an important precedent 
for gay teachers and other gay em¬ 
ployees throughout the state. 
“This settlement will be the blue¬ 


print for how all school districts in 
California must protect the rights 
of gay teachers,” McVarish stated. 

Beatrice Dohrn, Lambda legal 
director, said she welcomed the 
agreement, but noted, “It’s sad 
that, having undermined Dr. Mer¬ 
rick’s authority, the school cannot 
now ‘unring the bell,’ and restore 
him to his previous position in 
the classroom. The kids have lost 
an award-winning science teacher 
to discrimination. 

“Fortunately, Dr. Merrick’s ef¬ 
forts will help ensure that such 
discrimination does not happen 
again and he will be able to con¬ 
tinue working to shape future 
lessons about both science and re¬ 
spect for others. This settlement is 
a fitting legacy for Dr. Merrick,” 
Dohrn added. T

of Shakespeare in Love) in atten¬ 
dance to herald ACT’s coup in se¬ 
curing the play’s American debut. 
“It’s one of the most beautiful un¬ 
requited gay love stories,” ACT 
artistic director Carey Perloff said 
of the play, “and so it’s important 
to bring it to San Francisco.” 

In the play, first seen at the 
Royal National Theatre in London 
in 1997, Stoppard writes about the 
life and career of poet and classi¬ 
cist A.E. Housman.

When he decided he wanted to 
write about Housman, Stoppard 
said he was not aware of the poet’s 
sexuality. “I had secretly hoped 
that there was some great love for 
an older woman, so I was a bit 
alarmed,” he said. “I dealt with it 
by ignoring it. To me, it’s an unre¬ 
quited love story. Gender doesn’t 
matter.” 

Perloff said Stoppard would 
attend at least some of the re¬ 
hearsals prior to the January 2000 
opening. He also played an unof¬ 
ficial advisory role during re¬ 
hearsals for ACT’s just-concluded 
production of Indian Ink, which 
proved to be one of the theater’s

Arctic passion 

The French 'School of Flesh' 


by Robert Julian 


he opening scene of The 
School of Flesh perfectly il¬ 
lustrates why I love French 
films — and France. Dominique 
(Isabelle Huppert) and her friend 
(Daniele Dubroux), heterosexual 
Parisian females of the over-forty 
generation, are out for an evening 
stroll. Dominique suggests a 
drink at the nearest bar and her 
friend replies, “I hear it’s gay.” The 
two women shrug insouciantly 
and walk directly into a bar full of 
gay boys and drag queens, where 
they are as welcome as any other 
patron. This matter-of-fact, oh- 
so-Parisian tone is the blessing 
and the curse of School of Flesh, a 
tortured romance inspired by a 
Yukio Mishima novel. 

Director Benoit Jacquot as¬ 
sembles a talented cast to tell the 
story of Dominique’s affair with 
Quentin (Vincent Martinez), the 
young hustler she encounters at 
the bar that fateful evening. A 
fashion executive, Dominique 
typifies the elegantly bored bour¬ 
geoisie. Divorced and without 
children, she finds the bisexual 
young Quentin the perfect com¬ 
bination of dream lover and way¬ 
ward child. Taking Quentin off 
the streets — sometimes literally 
— Dominique installs him in her 
apartment, and the inevitable 
problems arise. Quentin has a 
wandering eye for paying cus¬ 
tomers of every sexual persua¬ 
sion; despite his professed affec¬ 
tion for Dominique, he can’t 
quite keep it in his pants. 

Vincent Martinez, the 
younger brother of Olivier Mar¬ 
tinez ( The Horseman on the 
Roof), makes his film debut in 
School of Flesh. His look and his 
performance fit the low-rent re¬ 
quirements of the role, although 
at least in the eye of this behold¬ 
er, his physical persona does not 
live up the scripted kudos to 
Quentin’s beauty. And Isabelle 
Huppert, one of the finest ac¬ 
tresses in France, is particularly 
unmoving in the role of Do¬ 
minique. When tears pour from 
the corners of Dominique’s eyes, 
the waterworks create a curious 
dissonance with her face, which 


remains a frozen mask of impas¬ 
sivity. Certain accommodations 
must be made for the sangfroid of 
the French, but Huppert’s perfor¬ 
mance here gives no hint of the 
passion or emotional turmoil her 
character experiences — subter¬ 
ranean or otherwise. 

The most interesting actress 
in the film is Marthe Keller, who 
portrays Madame Thorpe, a 
client of Dominique’s. Keller, a 
Swiss-born actress, took a stab at 
Hollywood stardom in the late 
’70s as a leading lady in films like 
Marathon Man (1976) and Fedo¬ 
ra (1978). Her Hollywood career 
fizzled, but she continues to live 
and work in Europe. Looking 
sensational, Keller delivers a 
wonderfully subtle rendering of 
a beautiful but vapid society ma¬ 
tron whose daughter inserts her¬ 
self into the relationship between 
Dominique and Quentin. 

So French 

Director Jacquot handles the 
action of the film in a quintes¬ 
sential^ French fashion; in other 
words, most American viewers 
will find this film a bit “talky” 
and the pacing rather deliberate. 
But if director Jacquot had ex¬ 
tracted more fire from his cast, 
this would not be a problem. Part 
of the blame rests with Jacques 
Fieschi’s screenplay. Fieschi won 
the Cesar (the French Oscar) for 
his brilliant script for Nelly et 
Monsieur Arnaud, another story

of a May-December love affair. 
But the same exquisite restraint 
he brought to that film poorly 
serves School of Flesh. With all the 
illicit humping going on in this 
movie, you would think someone 
might occasionally raise his 
voice. But it doesn’t happen. 
When Dominique confronts one 
of Quentin’s older male lovers, 
the two rivals meet for tea at a 
cafe. Dominique asks the gentle¬ 
man if her lover is still spending 
the night with him, and she re¬ 
quests that he not give Quentin 
any more money. The man, an 
attorney, respectfully declines to 
obey her wishes. He then escorts 
Dominique to the Place des In- 
valides, where he politely opens 
the door of a taxi for her. If all 
amorous rivals behaved this way, 
playwrights and psychiatrists 


would have no work. 

The School of Flesh is remark¬ 
able, and remarkably French, in 
its mature handling of sexual 
themes. Dominique even strikes 
up an interesting friendship with 
Chris (Vincent Lindon), a cross¬ 
dressing friend of Quentin’s who 
refers to himself as female. But 
Jacquot’s School of Flesh only 
seems to grant degrees in ennui. 
Even the most devoted Fran¬ 
cophiles will find themselves 
longing for a little Italian pasta, 
the kind served red hot, on a large 
platter a scorned lover hurls to¬ 
ward the wall in a jealous rage. ▼

ing and thoughtful life, and find 
audiences eager to take part in the 
discovery? 

Suzan Lori-Parks’ Venus, being 
offered by Thick Description at 
New Langton Arts, offers a win¬ 
dow to another world, but the 
view is clearly designed to reflect 
back to the audience. Previously 
seen at the Joseph Papp Public 
Theater, Venus is part documen¬ 
tary, part speculation, part the¬ 
atrical invntion, and part soapbox 
as it recounts the odd career of 
Sartje Baartman. 

A member of the Khoikhoi 
tribe in South Africa, Baartman 
traveled to England in. 1810 to be¬ 
come a sideshow attraction. Her 
unusual claim to fame was the 
size of her buttocks, described in 
the play as “distorted beyond all 


European notions of beauty.” In 
Parks’ version of the story, the 
Venus Hotentot is both victim 
and accomplice in her own 
degradation, and the playwright 
is clearly interested in contempo¬ 
rary parallels to sexual and racial 
exploitation. 

The message is by no means 
subtle, but Parks doesn’t take the 
easy route. She creates a kind of 
never-never land for her charac¬ 
ters, who are both inside and out¬ 
side the main story, and who drop 
phrases like “jet lag,” “freaking 
out,” and “hubba-hubba” into the 
early 19th-century proceedings. 
The 31 brief scenes include 
breaks for historical footnotes, 
autopsy reports, and a melodra¬ 
matic play within the play. But for

Films of Martin Arnold at Cinematheque

H | ovies have so much in 
common with dreams that 
4 '' one of Hollywood’s most 

enduring nicknames has been “the 
dream factory.” Of course, there’s 
a downside to every dream, and 
something closer to the nightmare 
evolved alongside the safe thrills 
and romantic fantasies of cinema 
from the beginning. While some 
audiences were mesmerized by the 
novelty of early filmmaking, oth¬ 
ers bolted at the sight of a giant lo¬ 
comotive steaming fearlessly to¬ 
ward them. And this trend never 
really let up. In the 70s, stoic the¬ 
ater managers had to spread kitty 
litter in the aisles at screenings of 
The Exorcist to catch patrons’ 
vomit as they stormed out of the 
theater. Even supposedly seasoned 
audiences can still be frightened 
by the power of 24 frames per sec¬ 
ond: witness the queer stampede 
from Todd Verow’s grim Frisk at 
the Lesbian and Gay Film Festival 
a few years ago, or veterans’ tales 
of flashbacks at screenings of Sav¬ 
ing Private Ryan. 

Filmmaker Martin Arnold, 
born in Vienna in 1959, takes this 
trend in bizarre new directions in 
a series of short black-and-white 


experimental films that restore 
much of the novelty, terror, and 
surprisingly, humor of early cine¬ 
ma. Using elaborate optical and 
aural manipulations, he turns 
scenes from old Hollywood 
movies starring the likes of Judy 
Garland and Gregory Peck into 
hilariously weird, black-comic 
nightmares. The footage he 
quotes is in itself unremarkable 
— a man walking into a room 
where a woman is reading, a mid¬ 
dle-class dinner, a romantic inter¬ 
lude between Judy Garland and 
Mickey Rooney — but he does 
ultra-precise (frame-by-frame) 
edits that endlessly repeat the 
characters’ tiniest movements, so 
they’re constantly, frustratingly 
on the verge of something that 
never seems to materialize. For 
some viewers, these “compulsive 
repetitions” will have the effect 
The Exorcist did on some terrified 
Catholics; others will find 
Arnold’s sleight-of-hand hypnot¬ 
ic and rewarding. 

Horror in slo mo 

The first of the three films 
being shown here is piece touchee 
(1989), a brief exegesis of a 
woman reading and a man com¬ 
ing to visit her. This footage 
comes from an unidentified 


movie from the 1940s, and opens 
innocently enough with the 
woman sitting in a chair enjoying 
her book. There’s no movement at 
first, but this is deceptive; an al¬ 
most imperceptible motion starts 
to happen with her hand moving 
slightly up and down, a sign of the 
slight agitation that eventually ex¬ 
plodes as something attempts to 
open the door. Suddenly this 
homely scene looks like a horror 
film, with what may be a monster 
repeatedly straining at the door. 
Arnold builds on this arid atmos¬ 
phere of entrapment and incipi¬ 
ent chaos to the point where a 
kind of vertigo sets in. In a literal¬ 
ly dizzying sequence, Arnold in¬ 
troduces maniacal flash-cuts and 
repeatedly replays and interrupts 
a scene in which the camera pans 
across the woman rising and the 
man walking; this will have some 
viewers holding their chair as a 
kind of trance state sets in. 

The second film is passage cl 
Vacte (1993), which makes a sim¬ 
ple dinner scene from To Kill a 
Mockingbird look like a surrealist 
nightmare. The 1950s family is the 
target here. While Mother sits with 
a frozen smile and Father (Grego¬ 
ry Peck) reads the paper, their son 
gets up from the table and opens 
and closes the screen door repeat¬ 
edly. The slamming of the door 
sounds like gunfire, hinting at an 
unnamed aggression occurring 
somewhere outside this dream 
home and perhaps at disturbing 
forces at work within this family. 
Arnold’s exploitation of these 


characters is pitiless; like an evil 
puppeteer he repeats a shot of 
Gregory Peck screaming “Jam!” to 
stultifying effect, while the son 
twitches back and forth with some 
unknowable frustration and the 
daughter makes guttural noises 
that attain a kind of robot rhythm. 

Arnold’s most recent work, 
Alone: Life Wastes Andy Hardy 
(1998), whips up a strange sexual 
scenario from three of the Judy 
Garland-Mickey Rooney vehicles. 
In the opening scenes, Andy em¬ 
braces his aging mother, but sub¬ 
tle repetitions give this homespun 
scene an unexpected erotic 
charge. Arnold brazenly rechoreo¬ 
graphs Andy’s movements to 
make it appear he’s humping the 
old gal from behind. Meanwhile, 
Judy is singing in another room, 


but it’s no ordinary singing. She 
makes disturbing “peeping” nois¬ 
es, sings backwards, and lingers 
on phrases like a stuck record: 
“There must be someone waiting 
... waiting ... waiting ... waiting 
...” The effect is both comic and 
chilling, as she stands pathetically 
with outstretched arms waiting 
for Mickey, who perhaps because 
he’s just left his mother’s bed, 
never quite connects with poor, 
demented Judy. ▼

Judy Garland in Alone: Life Wastes 
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Dances oozing with machismo 

Scott Wells & Dancers''Chaos Theor/ at ODC Theater

here are two things I love 
about Scott Wells’ work: it’s 
H accessible, and it’s intelli¬ 
gent. For his latest run at ODC 
Theater, he is showing Chaos The¬ 
ory, an evening composed of his 
latest work Wrestling With Affec¬ 
tion and SquareDance. But chaos 
is a poorly chosen word in this 
case, because he shapes his work 
with such logical intent. 

The program notes that 
Wrestling With Affection, although 
a premiere, “is most certainly an 
ongoing and evolving effort with 
more sections to come.” The first 
part, Score!, performed to music 
by Ennio Morricone and Leonard 
Bernstein, and with traditional 
Turkish music, uses a quintet of 
men. It opens with a kind of blind 
man’s bluff, the dancers moving 
around the stage with their eyes 
closed, groping through space, 
and when encountering another, 
gently throwing one of the part¬ 
ners to the floor. Even lone 
dancers fall down. Eventually they 
roll into sitting positions and open 
their eyes before they begin a sec¬ 
tion of partnering each other 
while still mostly on the ground. 
Slowly the tempo picks up as the 
men stand. Two of them face off, 
and at last, we get some of that 
chaos, everyone running around. 
Wells uses a lot gestures and 
movement based on sports. Foot¬ 
ball tackling and scrimmaging, 
boxing and karate, oozing machis¬ 
mo. The music changes, and the 
men now reveal a more tender 
side of themselves. One of them 
starts feeling self-conscious and 
leaves. The partnering becomes 
more gentle, and eventually all 
crawl off or roll into darkness. 

The second part, On The Re¬ 
bound, is about balls — the kind 
used for sports, not the ones at¬ 
tached to your body. Wells uses 
every conceivable permutation 
and combination of three dancers 


and various numbers and sizes of 
those spherical objects, from ping 
pong to basketball. Not only do 
the men bounce the balls off the 
walls and floor, they bounce 
themselves against those hard sur¬ 
faces, as well as each other. The 
music was created on the spot by 
Sean Feit playing prepared piano, 
flute and violin, with samples and 
mixing by Albert Matthias. Feit 
also wanders among the dancers 
and distributes basketballs to each 
one in the most reverential man¬ 
ner. Though the piece seemed a 
bit long, I found a lot of interest¬ 
ing material on levels both of 
choreography and meaning. 

The second half of the evening 
is the premiere of Square Dance, 
which I saw as a work-in-progress 
last summer. Wells has some won¬ 
derful moments of dancers throw¬ 
ing themselves against the walls 
and being suspended there by the 
feet of other dancers lying on the 
floor below, or simply slamming 
on the wall and melting down to

the ground. One woman throws 
herself backwards, parallel to the 
floor, and is caught by her partner, 


but not before you gasp, wonder¬ 
ing if she hasn’t performed some 
kamikaze move. The music, com¬ 


prised of pieces by Stimmhorn, 
Francisque Caroubel and Valerius 
Otto, creates an often easy-going, 
casual atmosphere where the 
dancers can really enjoy them¬ 
selves and relish the feeling of ex¬ 
ploring the possibilities. 

Scott Wells engages us because 
he is concerned with form as a 
means to convey ideas. His 
dancers aren’t self-absorbed, try¬ 
ing to show us how beautiful they 
are with their exquisitely trained 
bodies. They are showing us how 
similar they are to us, grappling 
with gravity both physically and 
metaphorically. After all, what’s 
the point of an art form if you 
can’t communicate with your au¬ 
dience? And Wells does just that 
exceptionally well. ▼

then gracefully excuses herself 
and leads me out to the empty 
lobby of ODC Theater in the 
Mission District, where we hope 
it will be quiet enough to conduct 
an interview. 

Nelson is Co-Artistic Director 
of ODC/San Francisco and has 
been with the company since 
1976, when it had its home in 
Oberlin, Ohio, before it pulled up 
roots and settled in the Bay Area. 
She has choreographed more 
than 36 works and has both com¬ 
posed and commissioned a num¬ 
ber of scores to accompany them. 
She won an Isadora Duncan 
award in 1987 for outstanding 
achievement in performance and 
in 1986 nabbed the “Izzie” for 
outstanding choreography for her 
Scout, inspired by Lee Harper’s 


novel To Kill A Mockingbird. She 
is also the Artistic Director of 
ODC Dance Jam, a nine-member 
company of kids who perform 
works by Nelson, Robert Moses, 
Kimi Okada and Shamou. 

When asked why the company 
has such a short rehearsal period, 
Ms. Nelson explains, “This year 
we moved our spring season out 
of June to March, and took what¬ 
ever Yerba Buena would give us. 
And the rhythm of our year got 
compacted. We try to bring new 
pieces that we have already done 
on tour so that we have a couple 
performances under our belt be¬ 
fore we open here.” 

But as I have just witnessed, 
this is not always possible. Nel¬ 
son’s piece, Walk Before Talk, will 
have its San Francisco premiere in 
just ten more days, without the 
benefit of an out-of-town run. 
Though the piece was originally 
commissioned by Diablo Ballet, 
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with an original score by Michael 
Nyman, and the choreography al¬ 
ready finished, it was amazing 
that the dancers looked so good 
after just four days. Because they 
have all worked together for so 
long, you could see the trust they 
had in each other — they could 
simply throw themselves into the 
air knowing that someone would 
be there to catch them. 

Another premiere, Artistic Di¬ 
rector Brenda Way’s Investigating 
Grace “is a beautiful piece to 
Bach’s Goldberg Variations. And 
we’ve been performing it since 
January, so it’s grounded, it is 
fine.” 

Primary colors 

For another premiere, Nelson, 
Way and Kimi Okada have col¬ 
laborated choreographically for 
Red Yellow Blues, three sections 
linked together by the music of 
Koko Taylor, Etta James and Otis 
Redding, respectively. In response 
to my asking what led to*the col¬ 
laboration, Nelson replies, “I said 
to Brenda [Way] last year I really 
think we really need to make 
some group pieces where we 
bring out certain individuals, and 
not everybody is on stage all the 
time. Everybody was in every¬ 
thing, but we didn’t have a piece 
that let them have a moment 
when they weren’t dancing, when 
they could breathe, on and off 
stage. Kimi [Red] has a quartet, I 


[Yellow] have a trio, and Brenda’s 
[Blues] is a duet and solo... di¬ 
minishing returns. I’m leaving an 
improvisational element in it, 
which is that they get to do a cer¬ 
tain playful thing to each other, 
whenever. It’s back to the same 
issue, how free can you make it, 
how can you let the spirit come 
out of the dancers and still main¬ 
tain the choreography? I’m play¬ 
ing with that.” 

KT Nelson is also premiering 
Things Happen, “inspired by an 
adventure I took with Robert 
Moses [former ODC/SF dancer, 
and currently Artistic Director of 
Robert Moses’ Kin] on our way to 
Santa Fe to work in the Opera 
with Kimi [Okada.] It was a road 
trip that was wild! We had a hur¬ 
ricane, our car broke down, no 
one would help us in town. I took 
the flavor of that adventure, which 
seemed surreal to me, and took 
the idea of what I see happening 
in life right now for many of my 
friends who are middle-aged. My 
mother-in-law came to live with 
us for three years, then got very 
sick and died. It was very hard on 
what had been a healthy relation¬ 
ship. Three of my son’s friends 
have leukemia, one of whom just 
died. You see the stress these 
things have on healthy families 
and how the family tries to adapt, 
gets twisted out of shape, and 
then re-adapts. I was interested in

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Bad to the bone 

Nice guy Ryan Phillippe 
plays rough in 'Cruel Intentions'

i very boy wants to be like 
him and every girl (and gay 
boy) wants to be with him. 
At the moment, Ryan Phillippe 
has greater sex appeal than last 
year’s heartthrob, Leonardo Di- 
Caprio. 

The sexually alluring and com¬ 
pletely endearing Phillippe is now 
wooing audiences in a game of 
sexual cat and mouse in yet an¬ 
other remake of Dangerous Li¬ 
aisons, Columbia Picture’s Cruel 
Intentions. In the latest incarna¬ 
tion of the oft-told tale, twenty- 
four-year-old Phillippe plays Se¬ 
bastian Valmont, a character who 
lacks civility and gets off on his 
duplicitous behavior. 

Phillippe, born in Philadel¬ 
phia, has recently been seen in a 
number of films. In 54, the semi- 
autobiographical tale of the 
renowned club’s owner Steve 
Rubell, Phillippe played the sexy 
customer-cum-54 barback. In 
Playing By Heart, he was the HIV¬ 
positive lover of the Angelina Jolie 
character. 

In Cruel Intentions, Phillippe 
gets to play bad to the bone, at 
least for a portion of the brilliant¬ 
ly witty and sardonic film. There 
is a redemptive quality to his 
seemingly evil character. 

Cruel Intentions marks the 
fourth screen adaptation of Les 
Liaisons, the classic and scan¬ 
dalous Pierre Laclos novel of sex¬ 
ual manipulation and romantic 
war games first published in 1782. 
Nearly 200 years after the novel’s 
publication, in 1959, Roger Vadim 
directed the French-language film 
of the same name, an updated 
version of the novel, starring Ger¬ 
ard Philipe and Jeane Moreau. 
The Royal Shakespeare Compa¬ 
ny’s stage production, which won 
a New York Drama Critics Circle 
Award as best foreign play, was 
written by Christopher Hampton, 
who also penned British director 
Stephen Frears’ 1987, three-time 
Oscar-winner Dangerous Liaisons, 
starring John Malkovich, Glenn 
Close, Michelle Pfeiffer and Uma 
Thurman. Valmont was brought 
to the screen by Milos Forman in 
1988 and starred Colin Firth, An¬ 
nette Bening, Meg Tilly and 
Fairuza Balk. 

The updated 1999 version, set 
in New York City’s Upper West 
Side, takes the tale to heights 
probably never imagined by its 
18th-century creator. First of all, 
Cruel Intentions stars two of 
today’s hottest and most promis¬ 
ing actors. In addition to 
Phillippe, television’s hottest ac¬ 
tress, Buffy, the Vampire Slayer's 
Sarah Michelle Gellar, co-stars as 
his coke-snorting, plotting step¬ 
sister. (One of Manhattan’s most 
promiscuous boys, Phillippe’s Val¬ 
mont is determined to get into 
her panties.) 

Cruise date 

Phillippe recounts that the first 
date he ever went on was in 1986, 
when he was eleven, to see Top 
Gun. The first girl he ever was in 
love with, however, he says, was 
Reese Witherspoon, another co- 
star in Cruel Intentions. They have 
been together for a couple of years 
now. Witherspoon plays the vir¬ 
ginal teen Annette Hargrove, who 
has written a diatribe on virginity 
in Seventeen magazine. Valmont is 


determined to seduce her, mainly 
because she is a virgin and vows to 
remain one until married, but also 
because he has made a bet that he 
could with his evil stepsister. 

Phillippe began his career 
seven years ago on television’s 
One Life to Live. On the daytime 
soap, he played America’s first gay 
television teen. “One of the best 
things that ever happened while I 
was on that show,” says Phillippe, 
“was that fathers who may have 
been home from work and watch¬ 
ing the show, wrote to me that 
they had reconciled with their gay 
sons or daughters because of what 
they had seen on the show. I got at 
least a dozen letters from fathers 
who had been absent and distant 
from their gay teen sons.” 

“Sexuality doesn’t scare me,” 
says Phillippe, sitting in a suite at 
the Four Seasons in Beverly Hills, 
wearing a hot, yet simple blue T- 
shirt and a pair of khakis. “I am all 
accepting.” 

His role in Cruel Intentions re¬ 
quired him to ask for a blow job 
from another kid, “but it was cut 
out of this version,” according to 
director Roger Kumble. “It will be 
in the DVD version, for sure. The 
line comes when Ryan walks in on 
Jonathan Jackson and Eric 
Mabius having sex.” Mabius’ char¬ 
acter is a closeted high school 
football player who is in bed with 
Dawson's Creek's Joshua “Pacey” 
Jackson. “Of course, Sebastian set 
the whole situation up so that he 
could blackmail Mabius’ charac¬ 
ter,” Kumble continues. “When 
Mabius asks what he can do so 
that Phillippe will keep quiet, he 
says, ‘Well, this whole situation 
has gotten me hot and bothered, 
and you do have great lips, so, why 
don’t you blow me?’ Mabius’ 
character says, ‘Do you really want 
me to?’ Then Phillippe says, ‘Well, 
come to think of it, you’ve had 
enough for one night. You don’t 
deserve me.’ We all thought that it 
made Phillippe’s Valmont seem 
like too much of an asshole, so we 
decided to edit it out — until the 


DVD.” 

Relish for role 

While no one will deny that 
Sebastian Valmont, who chroni¬ 
cles his conquests in a diary, is for 
the most part an evil and duplici¬ 
tous character, Phillippe relished 
the chance to get into the role. “It 
would be one thing if he was a 
completely unredeeming charac¬ 
ter,” says Phillippe, “But his char¬ 
acter makes a 180-degree turn. 

“Also, it would have been one 
thing if the movie had something 
other than the comic book/car- 
toonish feel to it than it had,” adds 
Phillippe. “But how many kids ac¬ 
tually drive around Manhattan in 
a 1956 Jaguar, plotting and living 
the life of Reilly, dressed in Ar¬ 
mani 24/7?” 

Ryan the actor has his own se¬ 
crets to share. “I had my share of 
causing trouble as a teen,” he says. 
“When I came to LA, I hung out 
with a group of kids who, one day, 
broke into a Robinsons/May [de¬ 
partment store]. We hung out 
there all night smoking cigarettes 
and laying in the bedroom and 
living-room displays taking pic¬ 
tures of each other,” he recalls, 
laughing. 

Phillippe, who made his big 
screen debut opposite another TV 
star (Party of Five's Scott Wolf) in 
Ridley Scott’s White Squall, has 
come a long way in only six years. 
Further than most his age. He is 
settled in what he and girlfriend 
separately confirm is a great, long¬ 
term relationship, has what any¬ 
one in their right mind would 
consider an up-and-coming ca¬ 
reer, and seems to be very well- 
rounded. 

Phillippe explains why he 
thinks he has been able to make it 
thus far in Hollywood without in¬ 
cident. “If you’re a shithead, it’s 
gonna be tough. But if you’re not, 
it’s easy,” he says. 

Next up for Hollywood’s boy 
of the hour? The title role in an 
upcoming film about gay dancer 
Rudolph Nureyev. T 
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especially the women, soprano 
Malin Hartelius and mezzo Inge- 
borg Danz, appeared bland. 

As an “authentic” presentation, 
Blomstedt’s approach may have 
been more appropriate, while 
Mattel’s solos could be deemed 
histrionic. In a concert setting, 
though, they were a jolting re¬ 
minder that this is a Passion, after 
all. 

Familiar territory 

Last week found the maestro 
on very accustomed turf. A well- 
proportioned program of 
Mendelssohn, Berwald and 
Brahms could have easily dis¬ 
solved into a wash of undifferen¬ 
tiated sound were it not for Blom- 
stedt’s clear and constant advoca¬ 
cy of all three composers. 

Mendelssohn’s FingaVs Cave 
Overture set the tone for the 
evening. Attention to detail and a 
nice sense of proportion pro¬ 
pelled the piece. Swedish compos¬ 
er Franz Berwald’s Symphony No. 
3, Sinfonie singuliere followed. 
Poor Berwald didn’t earn much 
acclaim in his lifetime, though he 
wasn’t dismissed, either. 
Mendelssohn himself didn’t have 
much regard for him, and con¬ 
temporary critics are sometimes 
baffled by Herbert Blomstedt’s 
continuing interest. The Third 
Symphony is a little quirky at 
times, but I like it and can under¬ 
stand why the Swedish-raised 
conductor persists in trying to 
find new audiences for the ingra¬ 
tiating tunes and unexpected 
bursts of energy that fill its pages. 

The second half of the bill was 
given over to the Symphony No. 3 
in F major, Opus 90 of Johannes 
Brahms. I often think my favorite 
Brahms symphony is the one I’m 
listening to at the time. Blomst¬ 
edt’s well-known affinity for this 
composer had me convinced the 
Third is best of all — at least, for 
the rest of the evening. 

Warm and generously con¬ 
ceived, it was a wonderful perfor¬ 
mance marked by some of the 
sweetest string playing of the sea¬ 
son. Blomstedt’s former col¬ 
leagues were clearly in synch, and 
a rush of good memories made 
the tail end of his visit a meaning¬ 
ful tribute to his title as Conduc¬ 
tor Laureate, and an inducement 
to invite him back as often as he 
wishes to appear. ▼

• he maestro’s back. Herbert 
Blomstedt, Conductor Lau¬ 
reate of the San Francisco 
Symphony and current Music Di¬ 
rector of the Gewandhaus Or¬ 
chestra of Leipzig, returned to his 
place on the podium at Davies 
Hall recently for two weeks of 
subscription concerts. 

Blomstedt’s visit has become 
an annual event, and he has 
earned the open door welcome 
after ten years at the helm of the 
SFS. Warm audience receptions 
reminded us of the meaning of 
his decade here, even if the enthu¬ 
siastic and immediate acceptance 
of Michael Tilson Thomas as his 
successor has made it easier to ac¬ 
cept his departure. 

The elder maestro never gen¬ 
erated the heat felt from MTT’s 
incendiary presence, and while he 
gave the organization an impor¬ 
tant grounding and discipline that 
attracted international attention, 
he never achieved or even at¬ 
tempted the kind of star power 
that comes so easily to Tilson 
Thomas. 

Blomstedt was, and still is, the 
consummate professional musi¬ 
cian — steady, reliable and capa¬ 
ble of deep and probing insight. 
His integrity and established rep¬ 
utation won the SFS an important 
contract with London Records 
that garnered prestigious awards, 
including many critics’ prizes and 
two Grammys. Tours of the Unit¬ 
ed States, Asia and Europe, as well 
as appearances at international 
festivals, left the orchestra in fine 
shape for the much-heralded and 
hyped arrival of Michael Tilson 
Thomas. 

If Herbert Blomstedt could 
never match the sheer excitement 
of an MTT concert, he never 
failed to deliver considered and 
accomplished readings of the 
great musical masterworks. His 
restrained and elegant approach 
yielded hundreds of pleasurable 
evenings and so, too, his recent 
visit gave another helping of his 
trademark values — cartful and 
unfussy presentations of large and 
beautiful compositions. If the re¬ 
sults were less than thrilling, they 
were deeply satisfying in their 
simplicity and thoughtfulness. 

In keeping with the spirit of

the Christian Lenten season, 
Blomstedt opted for Bach’s The 
Passion According to Saint John in 
his first week of performances. 
How typical that he would choose 
the relatively austere and less fre¬ 
quently heard setting of Saint 
John over the more elaborate and 
familiar Saint Matthew Passion. 

Bach certainly allowed many 
theatrical touches in the smaller- 
scaled work, but the tone is re¬ 
strained by comparison. There are 
many who prefer it for just that 
reason. Still, the long stretches of 
recitative and commentary re¬ 
quire a certain urgency if they are 
to remain compelling in perfor¬ 
mance, and Blomstedt attempted 
little in the way of dramatic em¬ 
bellishment. It was a fine and 
credible interpretation that fre¬ 
quently lapsed into moments of 
very real penance. His sober con¬ 
sideration of the profound story 
was often very somber, indeed — 
even somnolent. 

The soloists were a rather 
mixed bag, highlighted by some 
truly exciting contributions. As 
the Evangelist, tenor Stanford 
Olson displayed an unlovely 
voice, but compensated with in¬ 
tensity and believable word point¬ 
ing. Baritone Berthold Possemey- 
er portrayed a simple and power¬ 
ful Jesus. It was bass-baritone 
Peter Mattei as Pilate, however, 
who consistently stirred drowsy 
listeners back to attention with his 
big sound and impressive emot¬ 
ing. By comparison, the others,

displayed a rhythmic acuity 
granted only to the greatest in¬ 
strumental musicians. What at 
first seemed the illusion of his 
being able to maintain different 
rhythms in each hand turned out 
to be exactly that, but with the 
two related to the point of fusion. 
Even at their most elas¬ 
tic, his rhythmic figura¬ 
tions obeyed a sense of 
inviolable spatial vol¬ 
ume; a microbeat 
subtracted anywhere 
resurfaced, magically, 
before the phrase end 
— supreme freedom 
achieved 
through 
equally 
magister¬ 
ial discipline. Harmonies of the 
most advanced sort were as much 
implied as asserted. Chords, heard 
rarely, were earned, not lavished. 
It almost seemed that Mehldau 
was proposing harmonies built on 
chords made up of the notes left 
out of rippling ascending or de¬ 
scending scales (the spoken notes 
rendered with a bel canto even¬ 
ness of texture). 

Magical as his playing was, 
there was never a sense of sleight 
of hand but rather of something 
at once more animal and more 
mindful, an impulse passing un¬ 
interrupted from mind to ear to 
hand to instrument. Music-mak¬ 
ing of that caliber communicates 
at the highest frequencies, and 
Mehldau led his trio members, 


bassist Larry Grenadier and 
drummer Jorge Rossy, to solo 
summits of their own, glued his 
audience to their seats and re¬ 
arranged molecules all around. 

There’s no telling when 
Mehldau will be back. His Yoshi’s 
set list closely matched the one re¬ 
ported in Jazziz, which included 
new tunes of his own, 
including the utterly 
remarkable 
“Madrid.” (He seems 
to be spending most of 
his time in Europe these 
days.) Maybe there’s a 
new CD on the way. In the 
mean¬ 
time, a 
small 
label 

called Fresh Sound New Talent 
has released two CDs of early 
Mehldau with quartet, live from 
Barcelona in 1993. The playing 
may not be at the exalted level of 
six years later, but you can already 
hear, plainly, the real thing. 

Next round 

Personally, I’m glad there’s 
been some time for Mehldau’s 
sound to disperse. By the time the 
next round of pianists begins, I’ll 
more likely be eager to hear them. 
It’s always a satisfaction to hear 
Dubravka Tomsic, who brings a 
program tailor-made for her gifts 
to the Herbst Theatre for San 
Francisco Performances April 6.

In two sets spanning three 
hours that night, the 28-year-old 
coverboy of this month’s Jazziz 
(which contains a particularly fine 
feature on the still little-known 
Mehldau by Tom Moon) skew¬ 
ered his rapt audience with un¬ 
commonly concentrated, sophis¬ 
ticated yet daring renditions of 
jazz and pop standards and his 
own already recorded and new 
compositions. The evening 
peaked with a sheerly transcen¬ 
dent “Bewitched, Bothered and 
Bewildered” that proved that 
under the right circumstances, a 
couple hundred people can hold 
their collective breath for ten 
minutes or more. From an ineffa¬ 
bly spare tracing of the familiar 
melody — unadorned, reduced to 
its barest essentials and rendered 
with a keyboard touch of con¬ 
summate refinement — Mehldau 
launched, without a hint of effort, 
into an exploration of the music’s 
implications that took it to a 
dizzying peak and, precipitously, 
back to its stillest, most rarefied 
essence. Simultaneously exhilarat¬ 
ing and exhausting (in the sense 
of leaving no aspect of the tune 
unprobed), this was playing, and 
on the pianist’s part, listening, of 
nearly unbearable intensity. 

The chameleon aspects of the 
pianist’s genius were manifested, 
characteristically, in his quicksil¬ 
ver changes of harmony, register 
and even style, each without the 
slightest grinding of gears, mental 
or instrumental, and integrated 
into the whole with extraordinary, 
after-the-fact inevitability. More 
impressive was his consolidation 
of an altogether individual, inter¬ 
nally consistent, soaring, pene¬ 
trating musical voice. 

In tune after tune, Mehldau

mances will present Stephen Ko- 
vacevich, a pianist I’ve long ad¬ 
mired for the integrity of his 
sound and the depths of his inter¬ 
pretations, in solo recitals in 
Berkeley’s acoustically intimate 
Hertz Hall. The programs will in¬ 
clude Beethoven’s first and last 
two sonatas, territory in which 
Kovacevich has left a distinctive 
mark despite the crowded field, 
and the last two Schubert sonatas. 
There he’ll be competing with im¬ 
portant new recordings of the 
Schubert, gravely beautiful and 
searching ones by Mitsuko Uchi- 
da on Philips and playing of dis¬ 
arming simplicity and directness 
on a brand new Hyperion CD 
from Steven Hough, another 
young Turk of the piano. I’m bet¬ 
ting on Kovacevich to hold his 
own even in that company. 

Pianophiles are up against it 
April 11, when a fast car and fast 
food make it possible to catch two 
of the world’s leading pianists, 
Murray Perahia at Berkeley’s 
Zellerbach Hall at 3 p.m. and

Krystian Zimerman at Davies at 7 
p.m. As it must, Cal Performances 
is billing Perahia as the “Poet 
Priest” of the piano, and anyone 
with a long memory knows what 
they mean. But to these ears the 
once-great pianist has seemed ar¬ 
tistically stalled (and technically 
compromised) ever since his 
much-publicized hand accident a 
few years back, and even his pro¬ 
gram looks like a twice-told tale 
(though he’s playing the late 
Schubert sonata, the C minor, that 
Kovacevich isn’t). 

I’ll be saving myself for Zimer¬ 
man, one of the most rightly cel¬ 
ebrated musicians of the day and 
a pianist who seems incapable of 
doing anything less than brilliant 
and individual. His program is a 
thoughtful selection of Chopin 
and Schumann too rarely en¬ 
countered in recitals, including 
the latter’s Sonata No. 1. He’s been 
the favored pianist of the world’s 
top conductors. His recital on the 
Symphony’s Great Performers se¬ 
ries is likely to show why. ▼

apology. 

Still, there have been changes 
in tone since A Tuna Christmas 
most recently revisited these char¬ 
acters. Subtle touches and round¬ 
ed corners have tempered the ear¬ 
lier cartoon approach, trading 
some raucous merriment for 
human introspection. Give credit 
to Williams and Sears for letting 
their characters evolve, while still 
providing audiences enough of 
what they’ve come to expect. 

The subtleties extend beyond 
the writing and into the perfor¬ 
mances, at least since I first saw 
Sears and Williams in a much 
larger theater in another city. Per¬ 
haps they play it differently on 
their reading of local conditions,

Tuna for Lubbock in the ’60s, are 
the major character additions in 
this Tuna outing. In their tied- 
dyed muumuus and braided hair, 
these anachronistic hippies look 
ridiculous yet surprisingly famil¬ 


iar. Sears (the big one) creates a 
particularly recognizable charac¬ 
ter in Star, something that distin¬ 
guishes all of his women charac¬ 
ters. The raspy-voiced Williams 
(the thin one) scores most strong¬ 
ly with his laconic portraits of 
male characters. 

There’s some sense of finality 
about Red, White, and Tuna, as 
various characters find their situ¬ 
ations resolved. Sears and 
Williams have talked about end¬ 
ing their Tuna tales with the cur¬ 
rent show, but I don’t think audi¬ 
ences are as ready to let go. I for 
one would love to know how 
these folks would dress up for 
Halloween. Scary. T

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all the manipulations of theatri¬ 
cal artifice, the play is at its best 
when most simply exploring the 
title character as a person with 
needs, feelings, and ambitions. 

As Baartman, June A. Lomena 
creates a compelling character 
who can be alternately dignified, 
sullen, greedy, and childlike. Out¬ 
fitted with a padded derriere 
under a leotard, Lomena manages 
to find an authenticity in the role 
that helps provide an authority to 


the entire production. 

The rest of the cast, most of 
whom play multiple roles, is ad¬ 
mirable and occasionally memo¬ 
rable. The latter category includes 
Rhonnie Washington, passionate 
as the doctor who rescues the 
Venus Hotentot from the 
sideshow for reasons both hu¬ 
mane and unnerving; Molly 
Goode, who offers a feisty perfor¬ 
mance as the Mother-Showman 
who runs the freak show; and 
Johnny Moreno as a heavily 
emoting husband with uncon¬ 
trollable urges for the Venus Ho¬ 
tentot. 


Even with the many imagina¬ 
tive touches provided by director 
Tony Kelly, the evening can seem 
long, especially as messages al¬ 
ready delivered keep getting re¬ 
transmitted. Venus is also a play 
that can sometimes try too hard 
to be edgy, becoming at times 
clumsily obtuse. But in the end, 
the strange and intriguing trip it 
takes with an audience is one that 
can happen only in the theatre. ▼

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how these things pull us apart. 

“There were a lot of forces in¬ 
volved — natural forces, racial 
forces, social forces and magical 
God forces, Fate. I also wanted to 
deal with the idea of being invis¬ 
ible, not being dealt with in soci¬ 
ety, being marginalized, being 
dis-counted.” 

Nelson worked with Raz 
Kennedy to create an original 
score. “It’s based on breathing. 
Different kinds of breathing, the 
human breath, the landscape 
breath and the God breath. It has 
a very percussive beginning, then 
we add piano, drums and singing, 
other melodic elements. I love the 
score.” 


The choreography itself is in 
three sections, with the dancing 
in the middle sandwiched be¬ 
tween Prologue and Epilogue. 
“I’m playing with form and try¬ 
ing to go on an adventure con- 
tent-wise. I don’t know if it will 
work. I’m feeling optimistic right 
now. It’s got a great flavor, and an 
interesting style came out of the 
process.” 

Choreographers are in the dif¬ 
ficult positions of always having 
to show all their work to an audi¬ 
ence, unlike painters, for exam¬ 
ple, who carefully choose what to 
exhibit (or so we hope.) Nelson 
continued, “Painters have other 
paintings underneath their paint¬ 
ings. I’m making this piece called 
Things Happen. It may not quite 
work. Three years down the road, 
we may see the progression of 


that piece in its totally realized 
form. We have threads of differ¬ 
ent pieces going through us. 
We’re working on them just like 
painters, we have layers, and 
eventually we come up with a 
product. We arrive, and the right 
elements come together. We 
choreographers aren’t allowed 
artistic process. As artists, we have 
to be available to the audience to 
talk about our work so they can 
get interested in the process, not 
just the product.” ▼

Horacio Franco flaunts his instrument 


Hot on the recorder 

T he recorder is a 
very strange in¬ 
strument,” con¬ 
cedes Horacio Franco, 
one of the world’s fore- 
raost interpreters of 
recorder music, who 
promotes the ancestral 
European instrument as 
multifaceted and highly 
expressive, capable of 
rendering far more than 
just Renaissance and 
Baroque music. Still, 
sighs Franco, speaking 
in sweet musical tones 
flavored with a Mexican 
accent: “many people 
consider it like the vil¬ 
lage idiot of instru¬ 
ments” 

“Why did I choose 
the recorder?” Franco 
responds to a question. 

“I think 1 have a spiritu¬ 
al identification with ‘ 

the recorder sound somehow, and I had it when I was young.” 

Franco came to the instrument at an early age — he was only 11 
when he gave his first solo concert in Mexico City — and not only 
has he stuck with it (unlike so many schoolchildren who toy with 
the recorder for a time before moving on to more “adult” instru¬ 
ments), Franco injects charisma into his performances. 

“Horacio is easily the most virtuoso recorder player in the New 
World ” attests Nicholas McGegan, conductor of the Philharmonia 
Baroque Orchestra, with which Franco will be appearing at San 
Francisco's Herbst Theater on March 26. 

Franco wields his (admittedly phallic) instrument seductively. It 
helps that pretty much his whole life, he's been open about his sex¬ 
uality. Even in recitals, he eschews sexless tuxedos, preferring to 
wear leather and other fetching gay attire. 

“I've known 1 was gay since I was bom,” says Franco. He had his 
first fling when he was 11. After four years of music study in Mex¬ 
ico, he relocated to Holland at age 17, where he met his first long¬ 
term lover, a Dutch piano player his age. He mastered the Dutch 
language, which he still speaks today. 

Meanwhile, Franco rehearsed relentlessly: "I studied in a very 
hard way. I was very disciplined.” His free-spirited nature (Franco 
once created a sensation by posing nearly nude with the recorder 
for a publicity shot) is reflected in his approach to the instrument: 

“You can make of the recorder what you want. You can make it 
very sophisticated, very brutal, very stupid, or very conceptual —- 
I mean, there are so many languages of recorder playing. It’s stupid 
if you try to play in a very narrow, stiff way. The exploding sound 
effects of the recorder are marvelous.” T

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'In the Life' to air on PBS 

Not straight, not narrow

T he approaching millennium 
impacts everyone in differ¬ 
ent ways. While some pre¬ 
pare bunkers for the sci-fi horrors 
Y2K scaremongers predict, others 
are simply throwing caution to the 
winds and taking a range of risks. 

PBS’s long-running Queer 101 
TV series In the Life rarely veers 
from — no pun intended — the 
straight and narrow when it 
comes to its sincere vignettes of 
lesbian and gay life. As informative 
as the programs can be, they suffer 
from extreme PBS-ness; there’s a 


kind of Ozzie and Harriet-meets- 
Betty DeGeneres tone to the show, 
as if P-FLAG underwrites all the 
programming. Thus In the Life has 
always seemed geared toward the 
newly out and their families. 
Which is why the current episode 
differs from the usual fare and ap¬ 
pears to take a few risks. 

The exception is a nice report 
on the election of Wisconsin’s 
Tammy Baldwin as the first non- 
incumbent out queer to be elected 
to Congress (also Wisconsin’s first 
female Congressperson). Baldwin, 
for those unfamiliar with her, is 
young, smart and highly progres¬ 


sive, not a Michael Huffingtonian 
neo-con gay. Her enthusiasm for 
politics is refreshing, and old-time 
queers like Barney Frank are 
clearly pleased to have her on 
board. This interview makes one 
eager to watch her in Washington. 

However, it’s the show’s open¬ 
er that sets the tone for much of 
the episode — an in-depth report 
on the changing face of AIDS in 
the US. Those of us who have re¬ 
ported on the epidemic for nearly 
two decades are not unfamiliar 
with the data explored in this 
piece: AIDS is increasingly a dis¬ 
ease of poverty, color, age and gen¬ 
der, with blacks and Latinos dis¬ 


proportionately represented in 
new cases. Additionally, younger 
and younger people are getting in¬ 
fected, and a surprising number of 
those are women. Add in poverty 
and the inner city, and you have a 
whole new face of AIDS as the 
millennium approaches. 

The segment is hard-hitting 
and focuses attention on the need 
to keep AIDS current in the news 
and in the minds of legislators and 
others who facilitate funding for 
various programs, most of which 
are not reaching these new popu¬ 
lations. As In the Life has always ap¬ 
peared a decidedly middle-class 


program, it’s good to see real at¬ 
tention to class and economic is¬ 
sues, as well as addressing of how 
interconnected various communi¬ 
ties are over this disease, most es¬ 
pecially queers and people of color. 

Bi all rights 

The following segments also 
deal with problems of discrimina¬ 
tion — certainly well-charted terri¬ 
tory for In the Life, except here the 
discrimination is being felt by bi¬ 
sexuals and transsexuals. These 
pieces were most intriguing and 
worth watching. Bisexuality has 
long been perceived as sexual and 
political fence-sitting by a majority 
of lesbians and gay men — a kind 
of political having one’s cake and 
eating it too. The discourse here 
suggests this cant discriminates 
against bisexuals and then explores 
the concept that bisexuality is in 
fact quite widespread, particularly 
among young women and men. 

One of the more interesting 
points raised involved the whole 
ex-gay debacle. Bisexual activists 
argue that the religious right has 
used the preponderance of bisex¬ 
uality to promote an anti-gay 
message — in essence that per¬ 
haps those who allege they have 
been “changed” by the ex-gay pro¬ 
gram are actually bisexuals. 

Transgendered folks also suffer 
discrimination, pretty much by 
everyone, as the next segment elu¬ 
cidates. Trans-diva Kate Bornstein 
delivers an all-too-brief explo¬ 
ration of the lives of three trans¬ 
gendered musicians: the jazz pi¬ 
anist Dorothy “Billy” Tipton; clas¬ 
sical concert pianist Sara, former¬ 
ly David, Buechner; and heavy 
metal singer/guitarist from the 
band Glamazon, Christine Beatty. 

This piece is simply fascinat¬ 
ing, far too short to do the subject 
justice. As Bornstein explains 
through interviews with Buechn¬ 
er, Beatty and Jamison Green, di¬ 
rector of FTM International, gen¬ 
der issues remain one of the most 
hotly debated on the planet; and 
in the tightly orchestrated music 
industry, gender is a key issue. 

Tipton crossed gender for five 
decades to succeed as a female in a 
male-dominated industry. Some 
argue Tipton was a butch lesbian, 
not transgendered, but Tipton 
lived as a man from age 23, mar¬ 
ried five women and adopted 
three sons — one of whom got 
the shock of his life when Tipton 
died suddenly and an EMS crew 
revealed Tipton’s female body to 
his son.

Buechner had a dynamic con¬ 
cert career until several years ago 
when, at age 39, David transitioned 
to Sara. Buechner explains how she 
expected the concerts to continue 
after the change, but discrimina¬ 
tion — most dramatically, sexism 
— has stalked her, and she has 
been relegated to teaching, rather 
than performing. Sexism has also 
been a problem for Beatty in the 
male-dominated heavy-metal 
scene — a problem that didn’t im¬ 
pact Beatty prior to her change. 

The episode also includes a 
look at the critical success of Asian 
playwright Diana Son’s Stop Kiss at 
Manhattan’s Public Theatre. The 
story of two friends who share a 


kiss that leads to a gay-bashing 
stars Jessica Hecht, the lesbian 
from NBC’s Friends, and Sandra 
Oh, and has created quite a stir 
among critics and theatregoers. 
The final piece deals with ethnic 
groups attempting to integrate 
ethnicity and queerness. It covers 
such annual battles as the St. 
Patrick’s Day parades in New York 
and Boston and the lesser-known, 
but actually more embattled India 
Day parade in New York. 

With diverse perspectives to 
inform even the most jaded, more 
than any recent episode of In the 
Life, this is one to catch or set the 
VCR for 11 p.m. Friday, March 26 
on KQED, Channel 9. ▼ 


Where it’s at

I t’s 1999, do you know where 
pop and modern rock music 
is? How To Operate With A 
Blown Mind (Skint/Columbia) by 
Lo Fidelity Allstars, Back In The 
U.S.S.A (RCA) by The Inter¬ 
preters, and Godsmack (Univer¬ 
sal/Republic) by Godsmack all at¬ 
tempt, in their own individual 
ways, to answer that question. 



The best of the three discs, the 
Lo Fidelity Allstars’ How To Oper¬ 
ate-With A Blown Mind, is also the 
most forward-thinking of the 
bunch. Bursting at the seams with 
samples (as so much of the cur¬ 
rent crop of electronic and dance 
music is), only a few of the disc’s 
eleven tracks don’t contain musi¬ 
cal sampling. Of those tracks, 
“Blisters On The Brain” is the 
most notable. The best of the re¬ 
maining tracks are the ones that 
use the sampling technology to 
come up with something unusual 
(or as unusual as possible under 
the circumstances). Such unique¬ 
ness occurs on the tracks “Lazer 
Sheep Dip Funk,” “Warming Up 
The Brain Farm,” “Vision Inci¬ 
sion,” and “Kool Roc Bass.” 

You might not know it from 
listening to The Interpreter’s Back 


In The U.S.S.A. disc, but this 
Philadelphia-based trio has previ¬ 
ously worked with electronica 
whiz Josh Wink. You also might 
not know that this album was sup¬ 
posed to have been released al¬ 
most a year and a half ago. Initial¬ 
ly scheduled to be released on the 
short-lived Volcano Records label 
(Matthew Sweet, Lusk), Back In 
The U.S.S.A. is being given a sec¬ 
ond chance. The Interpreters have 
a Brit-pop/punk sensibility (think 
of a darker Supergrass) that comes 
through especially loud and clear 
on “Lucky Day,’’“Glorious,”“Iron¬ 
ic... Blowout,” “Teacher,” “Up¬ 
tight,” “Take It Away,” “Standing 
There,” “Where Do We Go When,” 
and “She Took It Shy.” 

In the aftermath of the deci¬ 
mation that has occurred since 
the merger between mega-record 
labels Universal andtfolygram, I 
find that I am scrutinizing releas¬ 
es from Universal and weighing 
them against bands that were 
dropped from the stripped-to- 
the-bone Geffen and A&M labels. 
Take Godsmack, for example. 
This is definitely a band that 
would have been out of place on 
both A&M and Geffen. Not be¬ 
cause it’s a band that makes the 
kind of metal angst music it does 
(after all, A&M was home to 
Monster Magnet), but because it’s 
so damned inferior. 

It’s also hard to reconcile the 
fact that Godsmack emerged from 
the fertile ground of the Boston 
music scene. The sampled dia¬ 
logue in “Moon Baby,” the open¬ 
ing track, speaks of “tolerance for 
pain,” something you will need 
while listening to this album. I ac¬ 
tually listened to it three times, 
just to make sure that I didn’t miss 
something.

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Back in blonde 

The return of Deborah Harry

D eborah Harry was in her 
mid-30s by the time she be¬ 
came a rock star/pin-up as 
the lead singer of Blondie 20 years 
ago. Whereas a younger per¬ 
former would likely have become 
giddy with all the world tours, 
pop hits and adulation from 
drooling 14-year-old boys, Harry 
remained perpetually cool in the 
spotlight. It was a kind of cool 
that could even border on con¬ 
tempt at times, as was evident in 
a comical 1979 appearance on 
American Bandstand that VH1 re¬ 
broadcast a year or so ago. During 
the band’s performance, Harry — 
looking ravishing and more than 
a little fucked-up — lip-synched 
half-heartedly while shooting 
imaginary arrows at her scream¬ 
ing teenage fans. 

Rock critic Lester Bangs wrote 
about Harry’s seeming indiffer¬ 
ence toward fame and her fans in 
Blondie, his memorable 1980 
band biography. “To maintain 
stardom as a function of non-em- 
pathetic distance, to keep them 
wanting more as you toss the dirt 
of contempt in their faces... well, 
this is no easy trick to pull off,” as¬ 
serted Bangs. Blondie couldn’t 
maintain stardom for long, but 
Harry’s brittle, ice-princess per¬ 
sona, ultimately, wasn’t the band’s 
undoing. Tension within the line¬ 
up, the illness of Harry’s partner, 
Blondie guitarist Chris Stein, and 


one dud album, 1982’s The 
Hunter, led to the band’s demise 
in 1983. 

Now, 16 years later as Blondie 
attempts to resuscitate its career, 
the most remarkable aspect of the 
reformed band is the thaw in 
Harry’s icy veneer. During a re¬ 
cent concert on VH1 (you know 
you’re getting old when the geezer 
music channel begins spotlighting 
bands from your generation), 
Harry seemed eager to connect 
with her audience. And when she 
did connect, which was often, the 
singer appeared genuinely moved 
by their outpouring of affection. 

The warmth and vulnerability 
of Harry’s stage presence during 
that show is evident in her singing 
on Blondie’s new CD, No Exit. 
This is not to say that she’s gone 
Celine on us and begun emoting 
up a storm, but emotionally, she 
does reveal more than on any past 
Blondie effort. There’s a wonder¬ 
ful poignancy, for example, in the 
catch in her throat at the end of 
the line, “Ooohhh, she makes you 
want to cry,” from No Exit's first 
single, “Maria.” Of course, some 
of the changes in Harry’s voice, 
such as its marked huskiness, 
could simply be a result of age. On 
the chorus of “Maria,” she strains 
for high notes that she could have 
hit without batting a glittery eye¬ 
lash 20 years ago. But sacrificing a 
bit of range for vocal richness and 
character is a more than fair ex¬ 
change. 


New smoke 

Harry puts the newfound 
smokiness of her voice to good 
use on No Exit's “Boom Boom in 
the Zoom Zoom Room.” As oh- 
so-ironic, ’90s cocktail jazz goes, 
this song is better than most, 
mainly because Harry is utterly 
convincing as a jaded, world- 
weary chanteuse. Accompanied 
by drunken sax and a slow, steady 
drumbeat, Harry tosses off sassy 
one-liners (“Take down my num¬ 
ber with your pencil mustache”) 
with aplomb. 

Along with loungey jazz, No 
Exit features white-girl blues 
(“Happy Dog”), ’80s-style electro¬ 
pop (“Forgive and Forget”), lilting 


country (“The Dream’s Lost On 
Me”) and hip-hop (“No Exit”). 
The latter track, a collaboration 
between Harry and rap star Coo- 
lio, is the only real embarrassment 
of the bunch. It’s not quite as in¬ 
congruous (or as fun) as Peggy 
Lee and rock ’n’ roll or Ethel Mer¬ 
men and disco, but Harry and rap 
— the chart success of “Rapture” 
almost two decades ago notwith¬ 
standing — are still a mismatch. 

However, Harry and early ’60s 
pop — especially that of the Brill 
Building, girl group variety — 
were made for each other, as is ob¬ 
vious from the cover here of the 
Shangri-Las’ “Out in the Streets.” 
Blondie first recorded this tune 25 


years ago on their earliest demo 
tape. Supposedly, back then it was 
all proto-punk spit and fury, but 
No Exit's version is an almost 
plaintive, midtempo number fea¬ 
turing a sparse mix of synthesized 
drum and bass. This modern mu¬ 
sical setting pairs surprisingly well 
with the song’s ’60s dime-novel 
narrative of a young girl’s ill-fated 
love for her rebel boy. Harry 
musters up only about half as 
much feeling as Shangri-Las’ lead 
singer Betty Weiss did on the 
peerless original, but considering 
how far Harry’s come as a vocal¬ 
ist, that’s still probably twice as 
much feeling as she lent the song 
the first time around. ▼

Please read this leaflet before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 


What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. A 
II men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied 
for an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year.

Men taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally 
you will not be able to grow back all of the hair you have lost. There is not sufficient evidence that PROPECIA works 
in the treatment of receding hairline in the temporal area on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve 
months, further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have 
gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do net take an extra tablet. Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


Who should NOT take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women 
or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 

A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant 

- must not use PROPECIA

uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

The active ingredient in PROPECIA is also used by older men at a five-times higher dose to treat enlargement of the 
prostate. Some of these men reported other side effects, including problems with ejaculation, breast swelling and/or 
tenderness and allergic reactions such as lip swelling and rash. In clinical studies with PROPECIA, these side effects 
occurred as often in men taking placebo as in those taking PROPECIA. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. 

If you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handting. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature.

realized that if I continued read¬ 
ing, I would very likely be arrested 
for public lewdness. It remains the 
most erotic collection of words I 
have ever read, and I still can’t 
read it in a public place without 
serious risk of public orgasm. I’ve 
been a fan of Rich’s ever since. 

Pat Parker’s voice thrilled me 
before I ever read her work. Olivia 
Records put out an album in re¬ 
sponse to Anita Bryant called Les¬ 
bian Concentrate (and why don’t 
they dig it out and re-release it?), a 
wonderful collection of songs and 
spoken words including “Ode to a 
Gym Teacher,” “Sweet Woman,” 
and Parker’s reading of her own 
“For the Straight Folks Who Don’t 
Mind Gays But Wish They Weren’t 
So BLATANT.” Her voice, equal 
parts honey and rage and humor, 
made me want to cheer. This is 
still the poem I quote to people 
who want us to stay closeted be¬ 
cause they “don’t want to hear 
about anybody’s sex life,” an odd 
thing really, because these same 
folks don’t consider an announce¬ 
ment of marriage or pregnancy to 
be information about anyone’s sex 
life. Parker’s work made me braver 
and more hopeful, more certain of 
the joy of being a lesbian and the 
necessity of political action. 

Tee Corinne’s Dreams of the 
Woman Who Loved Sex was the 
first book of erotica I ever owned. 

I bought it after I moved to San 
Francisco, and was living alone for 
the first time in my life. I had just 
ended a ten-year relationship and 
needed to find out what I thought 
was sexy. Corinne showed me a 
world of sexual and sensual plea¬ 
sures and made me realize that 
sexual being was top on the list of 
things I wanted to be. I decided 
then that my goal was to be the 
oldest sexually active lesbian in 
the United States. Corinne’s writ¬ 
ing made me realize just how wor¬ 
thy a goal that was and is. 

If you’ve read this far, you’re 
wondering whether I intend to re¬ 
view the books listed so neatly at 


the top of the column. The short 
answer is yes, with a but. These 
three women hold so important a 
place in my lesbian life that my re¬ 
sponse to their words is over¬ 
whelmingly personal. In this case 
feeling trumps thinking.

It’s the kind of 
book that cannot be compre¬ 
hended in one sitting; rather, each 
poem must be read, considered, 
digested, reread, re-examined. 
Rich’s language is exquisite, 
painful, powerful. “Rusted Lega¬ 
cy” opens with a question I’m still 
thinking about: “Imagine a city 
where nothing’s/ forgiven your 
deed adheres/ to you like a scar...” 

The imagery of the title poem 
sears the mind: “Old walls the pride 
of architects collapsing/ find us in 
crazed niches sleeping like foxes/ 
we wanters we unwanted we/ want¬ 
ed for the crime of being our¬ 
selves.” Midnight Salvage may be 
Rich’s most powerful writing ever. 


Movement In Black was origi¬ 
nally published in 1978, and owing 
to the vicissitudes of small presses, 
went out of print, was rescued, 
went out of print again. The new 
edition includes previously un¬ 
published work, as well as remem¬ 
brances by such luminaries as Jew- 
elle Gomez and Angela Davis. To 
read Audre Lorde’s tribute to Park¬ 
er is extraordinarily moving. To 
read Parker’s towering poem “For 
Audre” right after, and then to re¬ 
alize both mighty voices have been 
silenced by cancer is to move from 
wonder to rage in an instant. Park¬ 
er uses language with such skill, 
such tenderness, such humor, such 
outrage that each poem becomes 
an adventure on the tongue. In 
“For the White Person Who Wants 
to Know How to Be My Friend,” 
she reminds us white women to 
chill, while making a serious point 
on objectification. “Wom- 
anslaughter” is Parker’s cry of out¬ 
rage at the murder of her sister by 
the sister’s ex-husband. She begins 
with understatement that makes 
the very ground tremble with pain:

T he first time I read one of 
Adrienne Rich’s poems was 
in 1978. Some friends had 
given me a copy of Twenty-One 
Love Poems, and I couldn’t wait 
until I got home to dive in. I 
opened the book right there on 
the subway, and started to read 
“(the floating poem, unnum¬ 
bered).” Six lines into the poem I 


Adrienne Rich 


“It doesn’t hurt as much now/ the 
thought of you dead/ doesn’t rip at 
my innards,/ leaves no holes to 
suck rage.” Movement in Black 
makes you laugh, sigh, cry, cheer, 
curse the heavens; it is a stunning 
reminder of all we have left to do. 

To some, not me, vanilla is a 
term of contempt for a kind of sex¬ 
uality that does not include abuse, 
degradation and pain. Clearly, the 
people who use that term are not 
cooks, because any cook can tell you 
about the richness, the sensuality, 
the sheer pleasure of the taste and 
smell of vanilla. Tee Corinne writes 
vanilla sex that rocks the soul even 
as it pleasures the body. Erotica is 
often called a one-handed read, but 
Corinne’s writing is so hot, so juicy, 
so sexy, that it’s possible for the read¬ 
er to come half-a-dozen times while 
reading a single story, with no hands 
involved at all. Her poetry celebrates 
and explicates the ways of the pas¬ 
sionate body, as in this poem from 
“Cream”: “Sunlight wraps around 
your body/ drops of water and 
goosebumps/ speckle your skin./ 
Me, I want to grab you,/ warm you 
from the inside out.” Dreams of the 
Woman Who Loved Sex is another 
book that cannot be safely read in 
public, but for those of us who have 
worn out their old copies, this new 
edition comes just in time. Pleasure 
yourself, and buy this book. V
